ore still 75,000 acres of land in cultiva- , 
tion in Cook County, but mainly in the 
southern portion of the county, said Fox. 


And approximately 50 per cent of the 


Cook County Farm Bureau's member- 
ship Is'made up of farmers. These are 
the voting members of the bureau who 
have retained the control and guidance 
of the farm bureau. Many of the voting 
members don't actually farm hi Cook 
County but own farms downstate and live 
hi the county. 


THE OTHER members of the county 


farm bureau are called associate mem- 
bers and they have no vote. These mem- 
bers usually join the farm bureau to take 
advantage of the commercial services it 
offers to members including insurance 
programs. 


The farm bureau' system was original- 


ly organized to help fanners become 
n\oro efficient'producers and promote a 
more profitable system of agriculture.. 


Over the years, the scope of the farm 


bureau has broadened. In addition to 
educational services, the farm bureau 
maintains a lobby both In Springfield and 
Washington, D.C. and offers commercial 
services to its members. 


Three full time lobbyists represent the 


farmers In Springfield serving as watch 
dogs to head off legislation detrimental 
to agriculture and push for more favor- 
able legislation. The national association 
also maintains a full time lobby corps hi 
Washington, D.C. to present a strong 
united voice for farmers. 


COMMERCIAL services were added to 


the farm bureau's operation In the 1920s 
and 1930s. Insurance was one of the first 
business .services the farmers called for. 
In 1929 Country .Life Insurance Co. was 
organized to meet the needs of farmers 
in Illinois. Country Companies Insurance 
now offers its members a complete line 
of Insurance. 


A second commercial service available 


to fanners is the Lake-Cook Farm Sup- 
ply Co. This Is a farmer's cooperative 
that makes seed, petroleum, garden sup- • 
plies and other agricultural needs avail- 
able to farm bureau members at reduced' 
prices.

Never accepted bribe, Kerner insists 


Former Gov. Otto Kcrncr concluded 


JVi days of testimony under direct exam- 
ination Monday with a firm denial that 
he "literally or' morally" accepted a 
bribe in return for favors to race track 
operators. 


Answering a final scries of questions 


posed by defense attorney Paul Connolly, 
Kerner also denied he intentionally lied 
to a grand jury or that ho ever acted 
contrary to the best Interests of the state 
on race track legislation wlillo governor. 


With these denials Kcrncr, now.a U.S. 


Appeals Court judge, sought to refute 
government charges that ho and former 
state Revenue Director Theodore J. 
Isaacs were bribed through racetrack 
stock offerings by Mrs. Marjorlo Und- 
helmer Everett, the one-time "queen" of 
Illinois racing. The government began 
cross-examination Monday afternoon. 


KKIlSEIt AND Isaacs have admitted 


they proftcd by almost $300,000 through a 
stock purchase from Mrs. Everett ar- 
ranged by William S. Miller, former Rac- 
ing Board chairman. Out Kcrncr has de- 
nied tho stock deal Influenced any of his 
actions as governor. 


The direct examination of Kerner was 


concluded after Gen. •William West- 
moreland, former U.S. Army chief of 
staff and Vietnam War commander, told 
the jury of Kcrner's "Impeccable" repu- 
tation.

Westmoreland, dressed In a gray suit, 


testified that Kcrncr as his second In 
command during the World War II cam- 
paign In Tunisia performed "his respon- 
sibilities In a most admirable way."

tho bribery case. Kerner rose and warm- 
ly shook tho general's hand, saying 
"Thank you, thank you," as West- 
moreland left the courtroom.

THE GENERAL was the 15th In a list 


of "character witnesses" to testify on 
Kcrner's behalf before tho jury of seven 
women and five men. Others have In- 
cluded Roy Wllklns, executive director of 
tho NAACP; sportscastcr Jack Brick- 
house, three federal judges and three 
well-known Chicago area educators.

ination, Connolly asked Kcrncr: "During 
your terms as governor (1061-1967) did 
you accept a bribe, literally or morally, 
from William S. Miller of Marjorlo L.

Americans.

County Hospital budget 
slashed almost $2 million 


The Cook County Health and Hospitals 


G o v e r n i n g Commission last week 
dropped its 1073 budget proposal by al- 
most $2 million to reflect personnel cuts 
caused by a reduction in patient popu- 
lation. 


The governing commission operates 


both the Cook County Hospital and Oak 
Forest Hospital. 


Late In December the governing com- 


mission had submitted a tentative budget 
request totaling 5129,250,000'— $88 mil- 
lion for County Hospital, slightly less 
than $30 million for Oak Forest and $11 
million for tho governing commission it- 
self. 


Tho amended request, submitted Into 


last week; totals $127,337,000, a reduction 
of $1,912,000. The new budget includes a 
10.2 per cent reduction In County Hospi- 
tal personnel, a 6,5 per cent reduction in 
commission staff and a 1.6 per cent cut 
at Oak Forest. 


SIMULTANEOUSLY, the commission 


has agreed to a request made by tho 
county board to- assume tho operations of 
Ccrmak Memorial Hospital, which serves 
tho county jail, beginning June 1. The

The governing commis- 
sion said It was able to hold the line on 
the rate because of "Improved collection 
procedures at Cook County and Oak 
Forest hospitals as well as increased 
property valuations." 


In the new budget the commission, for 


the. first time, assumes the Interest costs 
of $1.69 million for tax anticipation war- 
rants, formerly paid by the county 
board. It also has tho added _responsi- 
bility of budgeting all monies' for con- 
struction and equipment, which formerly 
were covered, In part, by bond Issues.

to add to his staff. Now ho is working to 
develop clientele for uniformed security 
guard services, which In some cases 
would be handled In a partnership with 
electronic surveillance equipment. Riv- 
kln would not supply the movie cameras, 
coded locks, sound systems or electronic 
eye-typo devices, but would contract to 
provide personnel to operate the gear 
and to patrol buildings and grounds. 


RIVKIN ALSO sees a coming demand 


for polygraph services, commonly but 
mistakenly known as lie detector tests. 
He urges pro-employment polygraph 
testing, and regular testing of already 
employed personnel In manufacturing 
plants with small products which could 
easily bo hidden In an employe-thief's 
clothing. 


Another service Rivkin will provide Is 


tracking missing persons. Police depart- 
ments conduct thorough investigations 
when juveniles are reported missing, he 
said, but because adults are free to dis- 
appear at their own discretion, official 
law enforcement agencies have little In- 
clination to devote full manpower and 
time to search for them. 


S o m e t i m e s persons charged with 


crimes also use private detectives to 
prove their innocence, said Rivkin. Busi- 
nessmen carrying large amounts of mon- 
ey may seek his talents as a bodyguard, 
he added. 


Another line of work which Rivkin 


finds less appealing is domestic In- 
vestigation, usually to provide evidence 
to support a divorce suit. Once this was a 
sleazy field, he sold, when courts re- 
quired proof of physical Infidelity to 
grant a decree. 


Now a record of associations and the 


number of hours spent with them will 
suffice to support a plea. The days of 
breaking down motel doors, camera in 
hand, are over, although Rivkin has done 
this, too, he said. He Is selective on this 
typo of case, and takes only those where 
he feels a client is being physically or 
financially abused, he said. 


Detective work is similar to banking, 


medicine or other service professions In 
one Important respect, said Rlvkln. "It is 
a business that relies on Integrity, trust 
and respect," he said. It Is not a 
frequently chosen profession, if state sta- 
tistics are Indicative. Only about 500 per- 
sons are licensed to practice in the state, 
Rlvkln said. But many more persons pre- 
sent themselves >as private investigators, 
illegally hiring out for work reputable de- 
tectives might not accept, he said. Be- 
cause there are no agencies policing the 
field, phony detectives are the biggest 
problem of the profession, he said. He 
hopes someday to convince the licensing 
board to establish controls and enforce 
them. 


"If I'm In an ambitious mood I can get 


everyone In the place to get a shoe 
shine," said Al, who charges 25 cents, 
plus tip, for a top-notch shine. 


BESIDES the bars, Al frequents the 


Arlington Heights Police Department 
and'Joe's Barber Shop, 209 S. Arlington 
Heights Rd. He says bars have the big- 
gest potential for making money but the 
police are good steady customers. 


"When the business at bars is good, 


It's really good,'" said Al, who has been 
handed up to $3 as a tip at local bars. 
"Of course there ore other days when no 
one's at the bars." 


Al, an eighth grader at South Junior 


High School, used to sell newspapers. 
But the early morning hours were too 
hard to keep. Besides, shoeshlnlng is 
open to more enterprising. 


About three years ago he learned the 


trade from Jesse Spoto, a barber at Joe's 
Barber Shop. Now he's the veteran shoe- 
shine "man" In the village. Al says there 
arc a few other shocshlners around, one 
of whom he trained. 


"We work out a way to stay out of 


each other's territory," said Al. "I try 
not to talk to the customers behind the 
competitions back —one of my custom- 
ers onco told me It's not good business to 
cut down the competition." 


But anyone will tell you that Al Is the 


old pro. Yes, the men say, Al gives a 
darn good shine. 


OVER THE YEARS Al has developed 


a few tricks to giving a good shine that 
he calls his "secret touches." 


"First I clean the shoe, then put the 


polish on. I have brown and black polish, 
they're the most common. But I have 
other colors and neutral In case I run 
into any problems. Then I brush the shoo

Young opposes faxing state bonds 


Republican U.S. Rep. Samuel H. 


Young. R-lOth, has joined Democratic 
Slate Treasurer Alan J. Dlxon In opposi- 
tion to a proposal to remove or alter the 
tax-exempt status o( state and municipal 
bonds. 


U.S. Rep. Wilbur D. Mills, D-Ark., has 


announced that he would Introduce such 
legislation In Congress. 


In letters to Mills, Young and Dlxon 


pointed out that In Just one Instance — 


More than $4 million 
collected by MSD 


The Metropolitan Sanitary District col- 


lected «,396,47469 from 302 Industrial 
firms last year under the district's Indus- 
trial surcharge ordinance, 
'twenty-seven firms paid more than 
$25,000 each In surcharge fees to the dis- 
trict 


The surcharge Is charged to companies 


that discharge more than 36S million 
gallons of waste Into MSD sewers during 
any 12-month period. The charge is com- 
puted based on the plant's sewage dis- 
charge and the amount of real estate 
taxes paid to the MSD for the plant prop- 
erty. 


Since the sanitary district ordinance 


was Implemented in 1971. almost *7 mil- 
lion has been collected. Enforcement of 
the ordinance was dealycd for some 
months until the ordinance was upheld 
by the Illinois Supreme Court. 


the Issuance of $1.7 billion In antl-pollu- 
(Ion, capital development and trans- 
portation bonds, which has been author- 
ized by the Illinois General Assembly — 
loss of the tax-exempt status would cost' 
the state approximately $500 million. 


Dlxon has asked Mills for an opportuni- 


ty to appear before the House Ways and 
Means Committee to explain the effect 
the legislation would have on Interest ex- 
penses to the state. 


IN A LETTER to Mills urging that 


Dlxon be heard, Young wrote: 
"... last month the Illinois treasurer's 


office accepted bids on $150 million worth 
of tax-exempt bonds for capital devel- 
opment and transportation at a net 4.76 
per cent Interest cost of about $93 mil- 
lion." If the bonds had been taxable, 
Young pointed out, the state would have 
been required to sell the bonds at the 
prevailing Interest rate of between 6.7S 
and 7 per cent, which would have meant 


an added $37 million In Interest. 


"At this moment," Dlxon told report- 


ers last week, "the state of Illinois has 
authorized but not yet Issued some $650 
million In anti-pollution bonds, $361 mil- 
lion In capital development bonds, qnd 
$700 million In transportation bonds, a to- 


Hearins set on education cuts 


State School Supt. Michael Bakalls will 


hold hearings this month to gather Infor- 
mation on federally funded education 
programs that President Nixon has cut 
from his proposed budget. 


The hearings will be held around the 


state to gather evidence on the value of 
tiie programs funded under the Ele- 
mentary and Secondary Education Act, 
due to expire this year. 


The programs funded under the act, 


which Nixon has said he will not recom- 
mend refunding, include those for de- 
prived students, purchase of library and 
textbooks and bilingual education. Ac- 
cording to Bakalls' office, the programs 
brought $80 million to Illinois this year. 


A meeting has been scheduled for 


March 5 In Chicago and for March 8 In 
Elmhurst. The hearings will be spon- 
sored by 14 statewide educational organi- 
zations.

Dear Dr. Lamb — For several jears 


my wife and I have vacationed by air to 
Hawaii. On the last flight when the plane 
reached an altitude of about 10,000 feet I 
developed a sharp pain over my left eye 
and a burning sensation while breathing 
in my left nostril. 


This pain persisted until the plane re- 


duced altitude for landing. On each leg of 
our flight the pain recurred and stayed 
until landing. I am told this problem was* 
caused by a blocked sinus. 


I never had sinus trouble and seldom 


ever had a headache and I did not have 
a cold during this trip Can a blocked 
sinus cause this condition? Is there any- 
thing that can bo done before flight time 
to prevent this? I am becoming afraid to 
fly became of this pain. 


Dear Reader — Yes, a blocked sinus 


can cause this kind of problem when 
you're exposed to altitude. If the lining of 
the air passage of the sinus swells, suf- 
ficiently to block off the sinus, for any 
reason, such as an allergic-typo reaction, 
then the air that's trapped In it expands 
when you go to altitude and causes pain. 


As you return to ground level the 


trapped air Is under the ordinary ground 
lc\cl atmospheric pressure and no longer 
expands. Such problems from blocked sU 
nuscs. and similar problems which cause 
painful cars, are common to aviators, 
and are just part of being exposed to alti- 
tude. 


As to what you can do In the future for 


such nights, this Is one of the few cir- 
cumstances where I would recommend 
some form of nose drop or pill that 
shrinks and dries the lining of the mem- 
branes In the nose just before night. 
CKcrtuo of such preparations can lead to 


chronic irritation of tho sinuses. For oc- 
casional nights In selected cases they 
would be all right. Your family doctor 
can get you tho proper medicine. 


Because of my long association with 


avlailon medicine I feel impelled to tell 
you that you were not exposed to an alti- 
tude of 10,000 feet. Cabin pressure Is 
quite different from altitude pressure. 
Commercial aircraft are pressurized to 
prevent exposing passengers to excessive 
altitude. 


I believe federal regulations require 


that the cabin attitude cannot exceed 
7,000 feet and it's usually considerably 
below that. Nevertheless, the cabin alti- 
tude is enough to cause discomfort of tho 
type you describe in some people. Even 
though It Is uncomfortable, It is not 
serious or dangerous. 


Dear Dr. Lamb — Would you please 


comment on this. A young man goes to 
the animal hospital every time he has 
what seems to be a common head cold 
and gets a bottle of penicillin and strep- 
tomycin. He Injects himself In the hip 
two or three times a day for several 
days, then he keeps It in the refrigerator 
and uses it again when he thinks he 
needs It. 


Dear Reader — A real cold Is caused 


by a virus and viruses are not affected 
by antibiotics, cither penicillin or strep- 
tomycin. Using penicillin can result In a 
penicillin sensitivity, then It can't be 
used when it's really needed. Streptomy- 
cin, when used too frequently or In too 
large an amount, can damage tho nerve 
to the car leading to permanent hearing 
difficulties In short, the treatment Is the 
wrong medicine for a cold and can ac- 
tually bo dangerous, not to mention the 


fact that the purchase and use of such 
medications without a prescription is ille- 
gal

East's king of hearts coven dummy's 


queen at trick one. Tho king holds and 
the 10 Is returned. Declarer plays low 
and west overtakes with his jack In order 
to lead the nine. South wins with the ace, 
leads a diamond to dummy's jack and 
wins the next two tricks with the ace and 
queen. 


West discards the nine of clubs as a 


signal. 


South leads a spado and plays dum- 


my's jack which holds the trick. He cash- 
es the last diamond and discards the 10 
of clubs from his hand. West discards the 
three of the same suit. 


Now South cashes dummy's ace of 


spades and West must make the auto- 
matic false card of the queen. South 
knows that West holds that queen. He 
doesn't know who holds the 10. 


The chances are that South will go up 


with his king of spades after East follows 
to the third lead of that suit and make 
his contract, but it Is not a certainty. 


On the other hand, If West dropped the 


10 Instead of the queen, South would 
have no problem at all.

Health Is seeking placement locations for 
persons who arc about to be discharged 
from the Elgin State Hospital. 


According to Lcroy Miller, subrcgion 


eight homcflndlng coordinator, persons 
who have completed treatment 
are 


frequently placed In private homes in or- 
der to better adjust to a regular life. 


"One of tho biggest problems we face 


Is the person who is recovered and ready 
for discharge, but has no place to go," 
Miller said. Miller is working with the 
Arlington Heights Ministerial Association 
to find placement locations. 


He said placement In private homes is 


usually superior to continued hospital- 
izatlon or shelter homes because "It 
gives people a foothold in the real world 
to rebuild their lives." 


Frequently, the homo environment Is 


the basic cause of the person's problem 
and returning there would not solve any- 
thing, Miller sold. 


Tho state has two placement programs 


available. Persons can provide shelter 
care placements which Include having a 
person In residence during day-time 
hours to sec that such needs as medica- 
tion are supplied. The state pays $223 for 
this service. If a person supplies just 
room and board, tho state will pay $106 
each month, Miller said.

Housing laws don 9t protect buyers

A program of new housing legislation 


and Increased watchdog powers (or gov- 
ernment agencies Is needed, housing ex- 
perts say, and their arguments are get- 
ting stronger. 


Sophistication and knowledge aboat 


house buying comes after the first (and 
often only) purchase. Solving problems 
through law suits necessitates expensive 
lawyers and long court delays. Present 
federal laws arc Inadequate. 


The taxpayer ultimately subsidizes 


c.ich housing disaster, neighborhoods oro 
at stake, and the homeowner should bo 
sated tho aggravation, worry, and ex- 
pense. 


When a homeowner claims his back- 


yard Is a swimming pool and no one 
seems able to do anything about It, tho 
homeowner needs protection. 


TIIE TntJTH is that the homeown- 


er lives In a house that should never 
have been built. The house Is on a flood 
plain. Too bad he didn't know that before 
he bought the house. 


In October, 1973, a state law amending 


tho condominium property act went into 
effect. This law requires the builder to 
provide tho buyer with certain Informa- 
tion about tho condominium before the 
deal Is closed. 


This information Includes the bylaws of 


tho homeowner association that will gov- 
ern the complex, the maintenance con- 
tract specifying the services to be re- 
ceived and the charges, and a projected 
budget for the unit Including details of 
monthly charges for maintenance and 
management. 


Tho buyer also must receive a floor 


plan of tho unit, the street address of the 
unit, and a written description and loca- 
tion of recreational facilities, parking fa- 
cilities, and other common elements. 


Not all of these provisions arc appli- 


cable to a single family home. 


But why have lawmakers helped out 


condominium buyers but Ignored tho 
problems of single family homeowners? 


WHY COULDN'T a layout of the subdi- 


vision Including recreational facilities, 
park and school sites, school district 
boundaries, adjacent zoning and varying 
taxing districts be provided at the lime 
of purchase? 


Expected maintenance costs and a 


list of major problems covered by the 
warranty would also be helpful. 


Although some of tho problems experi- 


enced by homeowners may constitute 
fraud, the Illinois Attorney General's 
consumer fraud division docs not have 
jurisdiction to act. 


According to the Consumer Fraud Act 


of 1961, real estate In Illinois Is not In the 
attorney general's purview. Howard 
Kaufman, head of the division, said he 
would Ilko authority over real estate but 
attempts to pass a bill granting the pow- 
er have failed. 


A major force opposed to changing the 


housing laws is the building Industry. 
Robert K. Wlddlcombc, vice president of 
tho Ilomcbullden Association of Greater 
Chicago, opposed any sort of protective 
legislation. 


"Legislation Is usually overkill, result- 


Ing In the cost of housing Increasing. It's 
mass punishment for tho faults of a 
few." 


SUBDIVISIONS SPREAD our through the suburbs, bring. 
Ing with theln unhappy homeowners as well as quiot 
streets, shady lanes and some lovely homos. A Federal 
Trade Commission official described the fraud and 


According to Wlddicombe, tho cost of 


housing will go up because new people 
will have to be added with new functions 
to take care of the paperwork Involved. 


"TIIE BUYER has to beware about 


things he can sec. Tho state can't carry 
tho purchaser around. Everybody has 
some responsibility to himself. The build- 
er should be responsible for what the 
buyer can't sec, what's inside the walls." 


Wlddicombc's answer to those things 


tho buyer can't sec is a bonded regis- 
tered builder program. As he explained, 
the association would license builders. 
State licensing, a suggestion some law- 
yers have made, wouldn't help, ho snld. 
It U too remote, too distant from tho 
homeowner to bring any relief, he said. 


Under association licensing, If a com- 


plaint Is made and deemed legitimate by 
tho association, the builder Is asked to 
correct the problem. If he doesn't, the 
complaint is turned over to a bonding 
company which will take care of the 
tjroblcm. 


"Bonding assures somebody things will 


be done. We're talking about having 
bonding up to $100,000," Wlddlcombc 
<ald. Tho builder pays a fee for the 
bond, and with a legitimate complaint, 
the bonding company pays and later col- 
lects from the builder, he added. 


TIIE BUILDER could also lose his 


membership In tho association far a 
year. Wlddlcombc said the builder could 
reapply after a year If he resolved 
whatever complaint was lodged against 
him. The association may then decide to 
readmit him. 


Wlddlcombo said peers are harsher on 


each other than outsiders In response to 
a question about the Inherent bias in this 
typo of In-house review. 


But others disagree with the builders' 


position. Jerry Lamct, assistant regional 
director of the Federal Trade Commis- 
sion, which has been 
Investigating 


fraudulent practices in the housing In- 
dustry, said, "State legislation Is an ex- 
cellent Idea. All no can do is try to con- 
trol the national builders." 


shoddy building prevalent in the housing industry today 
as "the big steal" because it robs those who have saved 
for years and mortgaged their futures for the house of 
their dreams.

tion U the builder has misrepresented his 
project or deceived by withholding rele- 
vant information. But the FTC has juris- 
diction only if the homes were advertised 
through the malls, or through a news- 
paper mailed out of state, or If the firm 
is an Interstate company, headquartered 
out of state. 


Ho said tho FTC Is presently In- 


vestigating a national builder involved in 
misrepresenting schools' facilities, and 
amount of taxes. 


IF TIIE Investigation warrants, the 


FTC will issue a cease and desist order, 
Lamct said, requiring the builder to stop 
misrepresenting his houses. Refunding 
the purchase price to the buyer may also 
be Included in the order, he added. 


A law requiring a builder to put $1,000 


In escrow for every home he builds, In 
case something needs to be fixed later 
on, was a remedy Lamct suggested. A 
material or major defect requiring cor- 
rection could be determined by arbi- 
tration. 


Wlddlcombo objected to this idea of ty- 


ing up builders' capital in escrow funds. 
"Wo already havo adequate mechanisms 
to deal with homeowner complaints. Ty- 
ing up a thousand dollars penalizes the 
builder and wouldn't necessarily be an 
advantage to the homo buyer.

Dear Dorothy: I've read many articles 


about the benefits of using natural honey 
as a sweetener Instead of granulated sug- 
ar. I'd like to substitute honey for sugar 
In recipes. What I need to get Is a rule 
for converting recipes.

I've never mentioned this which only 


goes to show how narrow-minded I can 
Iw about things I can't abide. Anyway, 
vou'ro right. About 80 per cent of extra- 
cted honey is simple sugar and ex- 
tremely cosy to digest. The other 20 per 
cent is water. Honey can bo used mea- 
sure for measure in place of sugar in 
prepared puddings, pic fillings, custards, 
baked apples, candled vegetables, salad 
dressings, baked ham toppings and so 
forth. Honey keeps bakery products long- 
er, but vou still have to use some sugar, 
mixing it with the honey — and thor- 
oughly. In cakes, you can replace half of 
the sugar called for with as much honey. 
Cookies vary. In gingcrsnaps, for in- 
stance, you replace no more than one 
third of the sugar. For brownies, tho 
measurement again Is half and half. By 
ami large, people find they get better re- 
sults if they stick to recipes developed 
with honey as the sweetening Ingredient.

A community concerned

NEW YORK - (NEA) - After the ex- 


cellent medical and psychological care 
provided are taken Into consideration, 
the most Interesting thing about the 
Bronx Community Center for Women's 
Health is that its existence Is a direct 
result of community care and concern. It 
Is a positive example of how such con- 
centrated group thinking can be used to 
influence and finally create the medical 
service the community needs. 


"Soon after the abortion law was 


passed in New York," said Jean Recce,, 
now a coordinator at the clinic, "a group! 
of women including the Bronx Women's 
Liberation members began a crusade for 
more extensive abortion services in the 
community. 


"These were costly, not easily acces- 


sible and provided reluctantly In many of 
the local hospitals. 


"These women weren't satisfied with 


the program offered at Monteflorc Hospi- 
tal, the largest health insltutlon in the 
Bronx, either." 


"OUR FIRST meeting with the hospi- 


tal's director, Dr. Martin Chcskasky, 
ended in frustration," Helen Fishbeln, 
another coordinator, added. "So we 
staged a sit-In the the hospital's audito- 
rium, distributed leaflets and an open 
letter of protest was published in our lo- 
cal paper." 


Their voices were heard. Amicable 


meetings followed and finally the hospi- 
tal and the community started to work 
tqgther. The new center opened In July, 
1972, and Monteflore Hospital become 
the guarantor of a loan of 1250,000. A 


board of directors comprised of hospital 
physicians, administrators and commu- 
nity women operates the clinic. 


Dr. AUda Sherman of tho Monteflorc 


staff and consulting psychologist to the 
clinic said, "Because ail medical proce- 
dures arc a crisis point in a person's life 
in terms of fear of pain and outcome, 
what wo are doing at the clinic could 
well bo emulated In other areas of medi- 
cal core — namely psychological sup- 
port. 


"The usual medical practice which is 


couched in medical terms leaves tho 
patient unknowing and Induces anxiety. 
We give the patient assurance and emo- 
tional strength by counseling. The abor- 
tion procedure Is explained In detail both 
verbally and with the use of plastic body 
models and diagrams. Understanding 
what will be done reduces fear. The 
patient becomes a participant In the 
a b o r t i o n t h r o u g h prior knowl- 
edgcabillty." 


PROCEDURE FOR patients at the 


clinic is thorough but friendly and per- 
sonal. And instruction in birth control 
methods Is given the patients. 


One cose Dr. Sherman describes was o 


particularly tragic one. The expectant 
mother was only 15, on orphan living 
with her grandmother and on probation 
for running away. 


"During the group session the girl 


asked if she could ever have children af- 
ter an abortion. Wo clarified this and the 
session went well," Dr. Sherman said. 


'"When I was alone with the patient, I 


was surprised to learn that she did not 
want the abortion and was there because 


her grandmother threatened to turn her 
over to the authorities if she didn't have 
it. I explained that her grandmother was 
simply concerned for her welfare, but 
she still wanted to have the baby. She 
felt it would create a lasting bond be- 
tween her and her boyfriend — who was 
a drug addict. 


"I CALLED Catholic Charities and 


they gave her an open appointment for 
nn interview. After that, the girl became 
more trusting of me. She decided to have 
the abortion and asked us to permit her 
boyfriend to come to the clinic tho day of 
the procedure. He did and Mater ex- 
plained birth control methods to them 
both. 


"After tho abortion," Dr. Sherman 


added, "the girl left the clinic happy and 
more confident that she had ever been 
since she learned she was pregnant. And 
the animosity between her and her 
grandmother was gone." 


At this one-story red brick clinic the 


ambience Is warm and accepting. Fear 
and guilt are alleviated by group and In- 
dividual counseling. Additional needed 
health care is provided, pap smears for 
detection of cervical cancer given free, 
instruction on veneral disease and its 
prevention and detection and Instruction 
in the La Maze natural childbirth meth- 
od. 


Since this clinic is the fruit of per- 


sistent community action It could serve 
as a model for other places In the United 
States now that abortions are legal and 
facilities of this kind will be vital every- 
where.

Frenzied activity is already going on all 
over town as preparations are made for 
this year's Mardi Gras — sometimes de- 
scribed as "the greatest free show on 
earth." 


At the same time members of the New 


Orleans Spring Fiesta Association are 
busily getting ready for the 37th annual 
Spring Fiesta beginning Friday, April 27, 
and lasting through Tuesday, May IS. 


"This Is the time," says Mrs. Allan 


Finlayson, one of the Fiesta committee 
workers, "when residents of this lovely 
old historical city open their hearts and 
their homes to people from all over the 
world." 


THE EVENT starts the Friday after 


Easter in Jackson Square where Corona- 
tion of the 1973 Queen and presentation 
of the Court will take place — followed 
by an historical pageant and colorful tor- 
chlight parade through the Vleux Carre. 


Visitors will be able to go through ele- 


gant French Quarter houses with their 
charming Iron galleries as well as histor- 
ic French and Spanish cottages, some 
dating back to 1790. Elegant mansions in 
the Garden District will also be open. 


In the evening you can go behind the 


brick walls to visit gracious sequestered 
French Quarter patios — the ones you've* 
always hoped you could get a peek at 
when you've strolled through the ancient 
streets. 


Tours of the stately Plantations that 


line the Mississippi and Its bayous will 
bo conducted on weekends during the 
Spring Fiesta. 


AND OF COURSE, while you're In 


New Orleans you'll want to visit the art 
exhibits In Pirates Alley and Jackson 
Square, browse the marvelous French 
Quarter shops, and dig a little of that 
authentic Dixieland jazz. 


As a dyed-in-the-wool sentimentalist — 


and a long-time devotee of the history 
and charm of this city — I refuse to be- 
lieve it when they tell mo Its jazz Is dy- 
ing. 


Surely this American art form T- born 


right herb on Basin Street — has enough 
boosters to keep It alive. 


Yet I find it dismal news that there are 


only 150 authentic jazz musicians left 
here. But there are some happy signs. 
The Jazz Museum exists In the heart of 
the French Quarter, operated by the not- 
for-profit New Orleans Jazz Club. Things 
may be a bit slow at times, but I have a 
feeling these zealous aficionados will 
keep the sounds of Dixie from fading all 
the way. 


ALSO, THE NEW Orleans public 


school system has scheduled old-time 
jazz classes in its elementary and secon- 
dary classrooms. 


And the city-run Milne Home for Boys, 


where Louis Armstrong learned how to 
blow the horn, is continuing the jazz tra- 
dition with its juvenile band. 


Somewhere in my stacks of travel 


souvenirs I have an original photograph 
of the historic old streetcar named De- 
sire, made Immortal in Tennessee Wil- 
liams' Pulitzer Prize play of that name. 


PLANTATION HOMES and stately 


mansions that recall echoes of our 


The streetcar has long since been re- 


placed with a bus, but a streetcar named 
St. Charles Is still running and is a big 
favorite with tourists. The old trolley 
clangs past two centuries of New Orleans 
history In Its BVi-milo journey that costs 
only IS cents. 


It's a precious memory of old America 


— lovingly preserved In a city I hope will 
never, never lose Its echoes of the past — 
Jazz and otherwise.

Where's area 


transit help? 


Taxpayers In suburban Cook 


County once again have donated a 
largo sum of money to assure mass 
transit service In the City of Chi- 
cago while the suburbs remain in 
the horse-and-carrlago age. 


The most recent display of gen- 


erosity was made last week by the 
Cook County Board, when it voted 
14 to 1 to grant ?5 million to the 
Chicago Transit Authority. The 
money, according to County Board 
Prcs. George Dunne, came from 
the county's motor fuel tax fund. 


Because a substantial portion of 


that fund originates with gasoline 
taxes paid by suburban motorists, 
It follows that the suburban tax- 
payers arc paying for a service 
they use infrequently, if ever. 


The awarding of the grant, in it- 


self, is not the source of our dis- 
pleasure. 


The continued operation of the 


CTA Is of critical importance to the 
economic health of the City of Chi- 
cago and of all Cook County. 


Rather, we arc dismayed by the 


situation in which the suburban 
residents are helping keep mass 
transportation alive In Chicago 
while Mayor Richard Daley and 
the CTA do everything in their 
power to block improved trans- 
portation in the suburbs. 


The ultimate answer to the trans- 


portation problem in the county 
lies In the creation of a regional 
authority. While we recognize the 
need to keep the CTA alive until a 
larger system can be put into oper- 
ation, we also feel attempts at a 
long-range solution should be as- 
sured from the primary benefi- 
ciaries of short-range actions. 


State Rep. Eugene Schllckman, 


R-Arllngton Heights, spoke to that 
point Thursday when he introduced 
a bill In the Illinois House calling 
for control of the CTA to be shifted 


from the mayor of Chicago to the 
governor. The • bill also proposes 
extending the operations of the 
CTA to a six-county metropolitan 
area. 


Schlickman said he would not 


vote for a "stop-gap subsidy" to 
the CTA, "without being assured 
that all of the interested parties 
arc committed to a specific long- 
range approach," that would pro- 
vide equitable funding and satisfy 
regional transportation needs. 


We agree with Schllckman's 


stand and commend him for mak- 
ing It. 


Suburban 
officials 
concerned 


with the transportation problem 
long have sought "levers" with 
which to pry some cooperation out 
of the Chicago power structure. 
The plight of the CTA and its re- 
cent plea for county assistance pre- 
sented the opportunity for some of 
that leverage, but apparently it 
was missed. 


We arc disappointed particularly 


with the four suburban county 
commissioners — Charles Chaplin, 
Charles Grupp, Jr., William Erick- 
son and Floyd Fulle — for their 
failure to attempt to seek some 
long-range concession in return for 
the suburban tax participation. Re- 
p o r t c d 1 y, they acceded to a 
"deal" with Mayor Daley which 
will bring an extra $3 million to the 
county for future highway use. 


Only Com. Joseph I. Woods voted 


against the grant. If the suburbs 
should be concerned with the good 
of 
Chicago, similarly, Chicago 


should be concerned with the best 
interests of all Cook County. The 
county board, entrusted with rep- 
resenting 
suburbanites, 
should 


have seized the opportunity to im- 
press that dual responsibility on 
Mayor Daley.

snow) organisms and thereby in- 
crease winter mortality rates." 


So stated the "Proceeding of the 


1072 Snowmobile and Off the Road 
V e h i c l e Research Symposium" 
held in East Lansing, Mich. Else- 
where, a Department of the Interi- 
or study has found that "com- 
paction of snow from the use of ve- 
hicles . . . can cause a retardation 
In vegetative growth." 


So what's a snowmobile lover, 


who also loves nature, to do? 


Until the experts make up their 


minds, wisest course would be to 
stick to designated snowmobile 
trails rather than go wandering off 
into the pristine wilderness. Any 
ecological damage caused by the 
contraptions would thus be kept to 
a minimum and the sport, as well, 
Would be safer.

No doubt the ex- 
cellent care given me by my mother 
through my hectic diabetic childhood 
(though my care did extract on emotion- 
al toll from her) and the continuance of

know that every day, in every way, I get 
luckier. 


I belonged to a diabetic club years ago. 


Not all of my friends (we were all In the 
same age group) from this club were as 
fortunate as I am. Most of them ore gone 
now and among those who remain, 
many arc severely disabled. Every dis- 
ease has a survival rate, and I'm one of 
those very 'iw among millions of diabet- 
ics who has been so lucky to escape the 
serious diabetic complications. 


According to statictics, I have been liv- 


ing on borrowed time. How do I feel 
about this? Happy and sad. Happy be- 
cause I am alive and feeling fine, sad 
because for 47 years I have never felt or 
realized any progress in the diabetic way 
of life. 


In 1925, when my mother gave me in- 


sulin, hypodermics were frowned on by 
the average layman. The only required 
Injection for children In that era was a 
vaccination. The layman at that time as- 
sociated an Insulin reaction with an epi- 
leptic seizure, or a severe cose of in- 
sanity. Only strong determination and a 
powerful will guided my mother and me. 
In 1973, people no longer associates dia- 
betes with the above mentioned diseases, 
they are educated and have had,contact 
with diabetes in one way or another. 


The general public has changed their 


attitude, but what changes have been 
made for the diabetic himself? I am still 
taking Insulin (and thank God for it), 


still eating a very restricted diet, still 
have an occasional reaction and 47 years ' 
have passed. 


Other diseases have taken such large 


steps forward through research, some 
through extensive research have made a 
particular disease extinct, such as polio, 
diphtheria, smallpox and others. Other 
major dlsabhng and life-threatening dis- 
eases have telethons appealing for funds. 
Not so for diabetes. I wonder why not? 
What has science done for the diabetic? 
In the 47 years of my diabetes, I have 
found no recognizable improvement. 


Today I cry out, not for myself, but for 


all the child diabetics who will not be as 
lucky as I am. Get r'search to aid our 
future generation.

DETOOIT (UPI) — The car in front of 


you stops tuddenly. You hit the brakes, 
and the car behind slams Into your tall, 
starting a chain collision that stops traf- 
fic for hours. 


On modern, high-speed roads the chain 


collision Is an all too familiar scene. 
Safety campaigns are mounted to tell 
driven to keep a safe distance from the 
car in front of them. 


What can be done when drivers won't 


keep a safe distance? British and Japa- 
nese researchers offered several sugges- 
tions at the recent Society of Automotive 
Engineers International Automotive En- 
gineering Congress. 


The Joseph Lucas Group of England Is 


developing a radar device which auto- 
matically keeps vehicles at a safe dis- 
tance. An experimental unit has been 
built and fitted to a British car for test- 
Ing. 


THE DEVICE uses microwave radar, 


which measures the relative speed and 
spacing of the vehicles and then adjusts 
these values by automatic operation of 
the brakes and throttles. The British rec- 
ommend one foot per mile an hour of 
speed between cars. U. S. safety experts 
suggest one car length for every 10 miles 
an hour. 


"It U our opinion that In Its final form, 


the equipment will be no larger than a 
rectangular headlamp and BO far as cost 
Is concerned, It should not bo any more 
expensive than a car radio," said Ewcn 
McEwen, vice chairman of engineering 
for Lucas. 


Tho Japanese have developed an ex- 


perimental automatic driving system ca- 


pable of controlling a motor vehicle 
along a guidance cable. At speeds rang- 
ing from 20 to 100 kilometers an hour, 
they were able to keep the vehicles from 
deviating less than 20 millimeters. 


THE flESEATtCHERS from the Uni- 


versity of Tokyo and the Japan Automo- 
bile Research Institute plan to use their 
device for driverless testa of automobiles 
In the near future. They envision com- 
pletely automated driving in which a 
guidance system is combined with man- 
ual operation. 


Researchers pointed out that because 


of the system's accuracy in steering con- 
trol, It could help make practical electric 
vehicles drawing power to recharge bat- 
teries from roadside electric lines set on 
one side of the road. 


"Thus, the limited capacity of cur- 


rently available batteries, which is said 
to be a weak point of electric-driven au- 
tomobiles, can be avoided easily," their 
report said. Many problems remain be- 
fore such a system could bo made prac- 
tical. 


They include maintaining automated 


vehicles at certain intervals to avoid col- 
lisions and assurance of safe operation In 
case of equipment troubles. Consid- 
eration on how to avoid vehicles In dis- 
tress which have stopped on the track 
also must be given. 


"To realize complete automated drlv- 


erablllty In the near •future, we may con- 
sider a dual-mode system with electric- 
driven automobiles. In It, the effective 
guidance control system would be com- 
bined with manual operations," their re- 
port said.

Figures on health care costs recently 


released by the Social Security Adminis- 
tration, signal a warning to both retirees 
and to younger members of their fami- 
lies who may have to share their finan- 
cial problems. 


Most Americans, probably, believe that 


fur tho ovcr-63, Medicare covers nearly 
all hospital and medical expenses except 
for minor Incidentals. 


Tho fact Is that Medicare, plus all tho 


supplemental private Insurance carried 
by the ovcr-flJ population, stilt leaves 
them with about one-fourth of health 
care costs to be paid out of pocket. 


Average medical expenses In this 


group, tho latest yearly figures show, are 
$861 per person. Expenses of the 63-nnd- 
otcr consistently run higher than for any 
other ago group. The above figure, for 
Instance, Is six times the average yearly 
expense — $140 — of tho undcr-19 youth 
group. 


MEDICAHK and private Insurance to- 


gether covered about three-fourths of the 
health care bills for the (5-and-ovcr. Tho 
average Individual out-of-pocket cost was 
1225. 


Blame the gap on tho soaring costs of 


health care. Seven yean ago, before 
Medicare was legislated, older people 
paid about half of their hospital and 
medical bills out of pocket. But half In 
1966 was $234 — not much different from 
the $223 that today represents only a 
fourth of their bills. 


The end result Is that the average re- 


tired couple today needs $150 a year In 
cosh to pay for medical care. And that's 
for a couple about In tho middle of tho 
group. For those In the upper half of tho 
statistics, out-of-pocket costs can ob- 
viously run to many hundreds of dollars. 
Planning for retirement clearly should 
Include enough supplementary health In- 
surance to avert expenses that can bo 
painfully burdensome to a family, If not

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Opera from Italy? 
Breakthrough coming in global TV 


If all goes well in the field of global 


communications, suburbanites soon may 
be able to get an armchair view of tele- 
vision broadcasts originating Just about 
anywhere In the world. 


Through the use of direct-broadcast i 


satellites, you could tune In an Italian 
opera from Milan or a Polish football 
station telecasting on International 
match with English commentary. 


The first test of this service may be 


just a few months away, said Robert W. 
Sornoff, chairman and chief executive of- 
ficer of RCA Corp , In a Chicago speech 
last week. Ho told the Executives Club of 
Chicago that progress In satellites ano\ 
wideband cables has already inter- 
connected the world almost overnight in 
a flexible system of instant commu- 
nications. 


"TAKING SHAPE just beyond Is the 


direct broadcast satellite," said Sarnoff. 
"It will be capable of beaming its pro- 
grams directly to receivers In commu- 
nities and homos over thousands of 
square miles. It will vastly extend cov- 
erage of television broadcasting and re- 
duce the cost of distributing programs 
over large areas of the world." 


Tho direct-to home satellite would not 


replace existing television systems, he 
said. It will add to the choice of pro- 
grammlng available from networks and 
local stations as well as whatever ser- 
vices are provided by cable television. 


"Later on this year, a NASA satellite 


Is to be fired into orbit over the Western 
Pacific to broadcast educational pro- 
grams experimentally over a large area 
of the Rocky Mountain states," Sarnoff 
said. "After the Rocky Mountain ex- 
periment, the satellite will be moved to a 
now position over the Indian Ocean. It 
will be used next year by the Indian gov- 
ernment to broadcast directly to TV sets 
in thousands of remote villages. 


"They will be special sets, modified to 


receive the satellite programs only, 
through cheap antennas made with 
chicken wire. If the Indian experiment 
works, it will point tho way to practical 


and inexpensive television service for 
large areas of the underdeveloped world 
where there is now none at all," Sarnoff 
said. 


GLOBAL COMMUNICATION 
offers 


great potential In terms of under- 
standing, international trade and eco- 
nomic development, continued the RCA 
executive. But the Implementation of 
these innovative communications net- 
works Is hampered as communications 
are "governed by a global patchwork of 
national policies rooted In the past and 


reflecting more Improvisation than de- 
sign," he said. 


Sarnoff called on the International 


Telecommunications Union, an agency of 
the United Nations, to avert "an elec- 
tronic free-for-all of worldwide dimen- 
sions." An effective system for dealing 
with problems of regulation, legislation 
and International relations is needed, he 
added. Sarnoff recommended the crea- 
tion of a small working group of the 
union, to create the charter of such a 
system.

ITS A STEREOTYPED scene, one 


that hat been repeated countless times In 
countless places over the years. 


The boy comes home from playing, 


sweating and out of breath. Ho sits down 
at the dinner table and suddenly says, 
"Dad, I want to join tho tackle football 
team this year. All the guys are doing It. 
Can I, please?" 


The pleased father may begin to an- 


swer affirmatively, even enthusiastical- 
ly, but sometimes, the mother may cut 
In: "But George, It's such a rough game, 
and we wouldn't want him to get 
hurt 


The Image of football as being a dan- 


gerously rough sport has lessened with 
Improved equipment and figures showing 
how few boys actually get hurt. And • 
conversallnn like the above certainly Is 
the exception, not the rule, these days. 
.Moil parents realize how many pre- 
cautionary measures are taken fo see 
that boys are not Injured In a well-run 
program. 


Dut what about hockey? 
This newest and certainly fastcst-grow- 


. Ing competitive sport in the Chicago sub- 
urbs may now be going through the same 
stage football onco did. Many parents — 
though again not tho majority — prob- 
ably have an Imago of hockey as being 
even more dangerous and rough than 
football. 


The reason Is that obviously there ore 


more Immovable, threatening objects — 
like boards, sticks, blades, goal posts, 
and Ico — that are not found In football. 


In this sport too, though, I would like 


to make clear tho point that excellent 
protective equipment and rules are en- 
forced In any organized hockey league 
(and there ore many excellent ones In 
this area) to greatly reduce the chances 
of Injury. The most Important Is the hel- 
met, which is a required piece of equip- 
ment In virtually every youth league 
that exists — even though It is still a 
rarity In the major leagues. 


ThU Is a tale of two helmets, anil I 


hope It convinces leery parents that their 
hockey-pUylng sons are not In danger us 
great as they may fear If they wear goad 
equipment. 


Two new lines of hockey headgear 


have recently been designed which prob- 
ably arc far superior to any type former- 
ly used and are going on salo In more 
and more places. 


One was developed by Bob Conroy of 


Nestcr Johnson Manufacturing (Chicago) 
with much designing and experimental 
help from Jerry Dunn, manager of the 
Arlington Ice Spectrum. The other Is a 
model designed by Stan Mlklta, all-star 
center of tho Black Hawks, now being 
introduced by Protective Products, Inc., 
a subsidiary of Dcclon, Dickinson and 
Co. 


Let's examine the former model first. 
"I helped design It and wore the first 


helmet Conroy ever produced about five 
yean ago," said Dunn. "My son still 
u«es II. It's an air-guard helmtt that I* 
blown up with full suspension. It's been 
tested and It registers the same Impact It 
would have going full speed right Into the 
boards. 


"I sell It at the pro shop (at the Spect- 


rum). I feel It Is certainly one of the best 
on the market. I've been seeing more 
and more of It In this area. The Univer- 
sity of Wisconsin hockey team uses It 
and so do a lot of Junior A players in 
Canada. 


"Ho (Conroy) started with a football

helmet and modified It so you can bend 


your neck up without scraping the back 
of It on the helmet. He hand-carved It for 
a prototype and worked with the inside 
separately. It took about four years to 
get It Into production." 


Dunn explained that the basic problem 


with designing any helmet is to make it 
heavy enough to adequately protect but. 
still light enough to be comfortable and 
balanced. 


"We require a helmet for any player 


on the Ice (In all Spectrum games)," 
Dunn stressed. "In hockey you're subject 
to deeper cuts and ramming into much 
harder objects than human bodies, ob- 
jects that don't give a bit 


"Some models are not adequate. 


People can be gypped out of their money 
If they're not educated on this and buy 
the wrong kind. For example, styrofonm 
will not always absorb a blow. It will 
keep a player from getting cut but you 
can still get n concussion with it on." 


Conroy odds that unlike Mlklta's 12- 


polnt suspension helmet, his is four-point. 
"Wo have just two helmets that will fit 
anybody so we can carry a lot more col- 
ors," he says. "And they held up as well 
as any In independent lab tests. 


"I have a letter from a doctor that 


says this helmet has created less facial 
cuts above the mouth and less Injuries. 
We also produce air shin and elbow 
pods." 


Now, let's look at Mlklta's helmet — 


which alto is worn by Cliff Koroll and 
Pit Martin of the Black Hawks and other 
NHL players. 


Protective Products slates that the Ml- 


klta model has a "webbed safety suspen- 
sion system that separates tho wearer's 
head from the outer plastic shell and dif- 
fuses direct blows to the skull. Combined 
with a shock-absorbing padding and the 
contour of tho shell, the helmet is de- 
signed to absorb shock and dissipate 
energy force." It can also be custom-fit 
and Is reported to have maximum venti- 
lation and lightness. 


The helmet Is not yet available In 


stores but will be showing up in increas- 
ing numbers in the next few months. 


Mlklta developed the headpiece almost 


out of necessity years ago after he was 
Injured and could not find a helmet to 
suit him. 


He says of the many helmets he tried, 


"Some were heavy or blocked my vision 
anil jiggled ... all were hot and uncom- 
fortable. I dug Into my own pocket, con- 
tacted a bright, young athletic equipment 
design manager and we began making 
prototypes." 


He received many requests from near 


and far, kept refining his helmet, and 
now has licensed production and dis- 
tribution. Mlklta was assured "that it 
would bo exactly like the one I've worn 
for the past three years, not allowing any 
changes In the design strictly for sales 
purposes." 


Professional players, Mlklta feels, arc 


foolish not to wear helmets now that 
such Improved ones are available, and 
predicts that In years to come, pros will 
all be required to wear them as youths 
arc now. 


Whichever type of helmet Is chosen, it 


should be picked with care by both a boy 
and a parent, with regard for more than 
just the price. 


Judging from tho fine helmets becom- 


ing available, In any case, they should 
take much of tho fear out of the sport 
and make It better for all concerned.

Thorpe 'scoop' still in the news 


by IRA BERKOW 


It was not widely known that Roy Rug- 


gles Johnson wrote what often is consid- 
ered the greatest sports "scoop" of the 
first half of the 20th century. But the im- 
pact was worldwide and tragic and is 
still in the news. 


Obituaries across the country carried 


the fact that Johnson, who died recently 
at age 89, wrote the story disclosing Jim 
Thorpe's professionalism. 


Johnson was the county editor of the 


Worcester (Mass.) Telegram when he 
wrote the copyrighted story which broke 
on Jan. 22,1913. He was tipped off that a 
man visiting relatives nearby was bragg- 
ing that he managed Jim Thorpe on the 
Rocky Mount, N.C., baseball team in the 
Piedmont League. Johnson found the 
manager, who told him Thorpe, an out- 
fielder, had been paid $15 a week. John- 
son returned to his office, flipped through 
his Reach Baseball Guide .and saw 
Thorpe posing with a smile in the Rocky 
Mount team picture. 


The itory resulted In the Amateur Ath- 


letic Union stripping Thorpe of medals 
and trophies he had won in the 1912 
Stockholm Olympics (where he had w,on, 
Incredibly, both the decathlon and the 
pentathlon). 


Thorpe tried to explain: "I did not play 


for tho money. I was not very wise to the 
ways of the world and did not realize this 
was wrong. I hope I will be partly ex- 
cused by the fact I was simply an Indian 
schoolboy and did not know I was doing 
wrong, because I was doing what many 
other college men had done, except they 
did not use their own names." 


His medals were never returned and 


his name has not been restored in the 
Olympic record book despite various ef- 
forts through the years. Today, a group 
headed by former Yankee pitcher Alllo 
Reynolds, also an Oklahoma Indian, 
plans to petition President Nixon to 
plead the case to the International Olym- 
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pic Committee. 


Don Johnson, son of Roy Ruggles John- 


son, said hi a phone interview that his 
father supported the idea that Thorpe's 
name and medals be restored. 


"My father felt that the AAU was too 


strict," sold Don Johnion, now an execu- 
tive wit the Worcester Telgram. "There 
were other athletes playing far money 
under assumed names In those days and 
Thorpe was simply guileless to that" 


Did Roy Ruggles Johnson ever regret 


writing that story? 


"I'm sure ho didn't" said Johnson. 


"The old gent — that's what my brother 
and I called my father — was a man of 
rectitude and high moral principle. He 
felt it was his job as a newspaperman to 
write the story. 


"He never boasted about the scoop. He 


rarely talked about it. In fact, I didn't 
know he had written it until I was in. 
college. 


"And he never cxpolltcd It. He never 


wrote magazine stories about It. A year 
after the story broke he did get a Job 
with the Boston Glove, bat he didn't even 
get a writing Job. lie got a desk Job. and 
I'm sure It had nothing to do with the 
Thorpe story." 


It was tho lone scoop in Johnson's life. 


He went on to write some 3,000 columns 
for the Globe on Yankee folklore. Mean- 
while, he followed Thorpe's career, 
which went from pro football and major 
league baseball to drunkenness, destitu- 
tion, three marriages and, finally death 
in an obscure trailer at age 64. 


Johnson, himself a teetotaler, contin- 


ued to believe in the sanctity of the free 
press, according to his son. 


"It was the classic example of a dedi- 


cated newspaperman doing his Job," said 
Don Johnson. "It takes a lot of integrity 
to tell the truth when the truth is unpala- 
table, as It so often Is. 


"I was always glad about one thing for 


my father. That was what happened 


when he met Thorpe. It was In 1951. forty 
years after the Stockholm Olympics. The 
Boston Globe sponsored a Sportsmen's 
show. Thorpe came, since he was a great 
flycaster. Someone got the Idea to bring 
him up to tho office to meet my father. 
They had never been face-to-face before. 


"My father said, 'Jim, I'm proud to 


shake your hand. I always thought you 
were the greatest athlete that ever 
'lived.' Thorpe bore no rancor to my fa- 
ther. 'You were only doing your job,' 
said Thorpe." 


Thorpe died one year later.

The only way a person 
may now enter the race Is to mount a 
write-in campaign. 


Mrs. Clarice Rech, 348 Cherrywood 


lid., made her candidacy official Mon- 
day. She will nm as on Independent In 
the April 17 election to fill three vacant 
seals on the village board. 


1 incumbent 
seeks backing 
of Caucus 


Only one Incumbent will be among five 


persons seeking tho support of the School 
Dlst. 21 General Caucus tomorrow night. 
The five are seeking caucus support for 
three openings on tho school board In the 
April election. 


Edwin Smith, a board member for tho 


last six years, will be trying for his third 
board term and Is the only Incumbent to 
seek reelection. Tho Hcv. L. James 
Wyllo and Ronald Colo have announced 
that they will not run again. 


ALSO SEEKING the support of tho 


Caucus will be Dlst. 21 residents Frank 
Sacco, Steven Grecnburg, Jack Golcn 
and Ken Rodcck. 


All tho candidates ttcre screened last 


week by the caucus nominating com- 
mittee. According to one official they 
were the only people to come before the 
committee In what was termed a "poor 
showing" for three positions. 


The men will appear before the gener- 


al caucus at 7:30 tomorrow evening. 
Each will be given IS minutes to make a 
statement and answer questions from the 
delegates concerning the election. 


Delegates to the caucus arc made up 


of representatives from several commu- 
nity organizations and PTAs. More than 
23 delegates are expected to vote In to- 
morrow's selection of candidates. 


In past years the Dlst. 21 Caucus 


was only allowed to pick one candidate 
for each opening on the board. However, 
a recent change In the group's bylaws 
has allowed them to pick one extra per- 
son.

Farm Bureau^53 and still growing

"A farm bureau won't last three years 


In Cook County." 


That was the common sentiment in 


1920 when the Cook County Farm Bureau 
was organized. 


Today, S3 years later, the Cook County 


Farm Bureau not only exists, but Is the 
largest In the state, boasting a member- 
ship of 8,200. 


And the last time there was any talk of 


dissolving tho Cook County Farm Bureau 
was In 1D2S when some wanted the coun- 
ty to be carved up and given to adjoining 
counties for farm bureau services. Lead- 
ers of the farm bureau held on. Now the 
Cook County Farm Bureau Is so sure of 
its continued role In serving Cook County 
that it is planning to construct a new fa- 
cility In Rolling Meadows. 


"Wo have just outgrown our present 


facility," said Gordon Fox, executive 
secretary of the Cook County Farm Bu- 
reau. When the farm bureau moved to Its 
present Arlington Heights location at 201 
N. Duntpn Ave. In 1934 there were five or 
six employes. There arc 20 farm bureau 
employes there now.

DESPITE tho demise of farmers as 
subdivisions encroach on what was 
once farm land, the Cook County 
Farm Bureau has continued to grow. 


nols Cooperative Extension Service will 
share the building with the Cook County 
Farm Bureau and there will be addition- 
al office space for rent. 


Membership In the Cook County Farm 


Bureau has Increased steadily despite 


the demise of farmers as land becomes 
too expensive to farm and Is bought up 
by developers who erect large apartment 
complexes and subdivisions on what was 
once prime farm land. 


Most people don't realize It but there 


are still 73,000 acres of land In cultiva- 
tion in Cook County, but mainly in the 
southern portion of the county, said Fox. 


And approximately SO per cent of the 


Cook County Farm Bureau's member- 
ship is made up of formers. These are 
the voting members of the bureau who 
have retained the control and guidance 
of the farm bureau. Many of the voting 
members don't actually farm in Cook 
County but own farms downstate and live 
in the county. 


THE OTHER members of the county 


farm bureau are called associate mem- 
bers and they have no vote. These mem- 
bers usually join the farm bureau to take 
advantage of the commercial services it 
offers to members including insurance 
programs. 


Tho farm bureau system was original- 


ly organized to help farmers become 
more efficient producers and promote a 
more profitable system of agriculture. 


Over the years, the scope of the farm 


bureau has broadened. In addition to 
educational services, the farm bureau 
maintains a lobby both In Springfield and 
Washington, D.C. and offers commercial 
services to Its members. 


Three full time lobbyists represent the 


farmers In Springfield serving as watch 
dogs to head off legislation detrimental 
to agriculture and push for more favor- 
able legislation. The national association 
also maintains a full time lobby corps in 
Washington, D.C. to present a strong 
united voice for farmers. 


COMMERCIAL services were added to 


the farm bureau's operation in the 1920s 
and 1930s. Insurance was one of the first 
business services the farmers called for. 
In 1929 Country Life Insurance Co. was 
organized to meet the needs of fanners 
in Illinois. Country Companies Insurance 
now offers Its members a complete line 
of insurance. 


A second Commercial service available 


to farmers Is the Lake-Cook Farm Sup- 
ply Co. This Is a farmer's cooperative 
that makes seed, petroleum, garden sup- 
plies and other agricultural needs avail- 
able to farm bureau members at reduced 
prices. There arc four stores in Cook 
County that farm members can purchase 
from. Farm bureau members become 
common stockholders of the cooperative 
and at the end of each fiscal year they 
receive a patronage refund based on the 
amount of supplies they purchased from 
the cooperative during the year. 


The farm bureau also maintains a 


sports program. This Includes bowling 
and softball tournaments.

POWs walk red carpet to freedom 


The first American prisoners of war, 


released from Vietnam, walked across a 
red carpet to freedom at Clark AFB In 
the Philippines In a low-key but Intensely 
emotional welcome. The crowd at Clark 
chanted 
"Wel-comc-home! ' Wcl-come- 


home!" as the former POWs stepped off 
the freedom flights. The GIs will be ex- 
amined and debriefed before their return 
to the United States, which could come 
as soon as Thursday.

The first man off the first plane from 


Hanoi, Navy Capt Jeremiah A. Denton 
Jr., who had been a POW since July IB, 
1981, saluted and tearfully stepped to a 
microphone: "We are honored to have 
the opportunity to serve our country un- 
der difficult circumstances. We are 
profoundly grateful to our Commander in 


Chief, and our nation for this day." He 
paused, then said emotionally, "God bless 
America."

Navy Lt. Comdr. Milton S. Baker, a 


crew number of the C141 Starllfter, said 
the American POWs on the second evac- 
uation flight all wore solemn expressions 
until takeoff. Once Inside the plane they 
really became elated. The reaction on 
takeoff was shouts, cheers, and thumbs- 
up. Baker said they asked "hundreds of 
questions" about news, fashions, wom- 
en's lib and about their own military 
ranks. The men were given tea, coffee 
and canned milkshakes during the 900 
mile flight from Hanoi to Chirk.

Mrs. Bonnye Vohden, who almost di- 


vorced her POW husband, Navy Cmdr. 


Raymond Vohden, last year, spoke softly 
and slowly yesterday. "I told him he 
sure looked handsome coming off tho 
plane," she said. "He told mo he had 
catch three steaks and a half dozen eggs 
and was going to have a good time get- 
ting fat with us when he comes home... 
I'm so happy, Just so happy he's coming 
home." Her husband was shot down over 
North Vietnam and captured on April 3, 
1965. 


The critically ill mother of Navy Cmdr. 


Brian Woods of Coronado, Calif., was un- 
aware her son had been freed as a pris- 
oner of war on an urgent appeal from his 
father and was on his way home to see 
her. "I hope he can pull her through," 
said the father, a retired Navy admiral. 
"I'm hoping for a positive reaction, not a 
negative one — but we must be pre- 
pared." The younger Woods had not been 
on the original list of POWs to be re- 
leased. His name was apparently added 
by the North Vietnamese because of his 
family's appeal, "They did it on the basis 
of humonitarianism," the elder Woods 
said.

Schatimburg's '007' tells all, sees all

Industrial espionage — the words con- 


jure a vision of miniature cameras, de- 
fecting scientists and black-cloaked fig- 
ures disconnecting burglar alarms. All of 
which sounds much too sinister for 
Schaumburg, where suburban life flows 
In an ordered plan. 


But at least one man believes It exists 


In the village, or will, and has staked his 
future on outsmarting the stcalcn of se- 
cret formulas. 


Doors have discreetly opened to a one- 


man detective agency in Schaumburg, 
situated among the more prosaic subur- 
ban sites of convenience shops, drug 


stores and dignified attorneys' offices. He 
Is Harold Rlvkln. 


But the real selling point far him was 


the Industrial growth already evident 
and accelerating In the vicinity. Rlvkln 
also sees Elk Grove Village and Itasca 
as part of the manufacturing community 
he will serve. 


Private Investigators have been glam- 


orized by the magic-makers of television 
and movies, said Rlvkln. The bulk of his 
work Is boring, filled with hours of sit- 
ting In a car waiting for someone to do 
something suspicious. It can be as mun- 
dane as counting the customers at a car 
wash for an eight-hour shift to see If the 


"If I'm In an ambitious mood I can get 


everyone In the place to get a shoe 
shine," said Al, who charges 25 cents, 
plus tip, for a top-notch shine. 


BESIDES the bars, Al frequents the 


Arlington Heights Police Department 
and Joe's Barber Shop, 209 S. Arlington 
Heights Rd. He says bars have the big- 
gest potential for making money but the 
police are good steady customers. 


"When the business at bars Is good, 


It's really good,'" said Al, who has been 
handed up to $3 as a Up at local bars. 
"Of course there are other days when no 
one's at the bars." 


Al, an eighth grader at South Junior 


High School, used to sell newspapers. 
But tbo early morning hours were too 
hard to keep. Besides, shocshlnlng Is 
open to more enterprising. 


About three years ago he learned the 


trade from Jesse Spoto, a barber at Joe's 
Barber Shop Now he's the veteran shoe- 
shine "man" in the village. Al says there 
are a few other shoeshlncrs around, one 
of whom ho trained. 


"We work out a way to stay out of 


each other's territory," said Al. "I try 
not to talk to the customers behind the 
competitions back —one of my custom- 
ers once told me it's not good business to 
cut down the competition." 


But anyone will tell you that Al Is the 


old pro. Yes, the men say, Al gives a 
darn good shine. 


OVER THE YEARS Al has developed 


a few tricks to giving a good shine that 
he calls his "secret touches." 


"First I clean the shoe, then put the 


palish on. I have brown and black polish, 
they're the most common. But I have 
other colors and neutral In case I run 
into any problems. Then I brush the shoe

manager Is reporting all receipts. Rlvkln 
did this In one of his cases while he 
worked a year for American Security 
Agents of Chicago, prior to opening his 
own office In January. 


But It is police work, and Rlvkln loves 


It. "You have to love it to stay with It," 
ho said. Rlvkln has nine years of experi- 
ence In the law enforcement field. He be- 
gan as a part-time officer for the Bloom- 
Ingdalo (111.) Police Department, went to 
fulltimo status In 1965 and was named 
chief of police in 1968. Ho was one of the 
youngest police chiefs in the history of 
the state, and remained In that position 
until July, 1971. That NovemBcr he took 
the state licensing examination for pri- 
vate detectives. 


As TUvkln's business expands, he hopes 


to add to, his staff. Now ho is working to 
develop clientele for uniformed security 
guard services, which In some cases 
would be handled In a partnership with 
electronic surveillance equipment. Rlv- 
kln would not supply the movie cameras, \![/Vkfirmer! a v 
coded locks, sound systems or electronic 
™ CUllcalia^ 


eye-type devices, but would contract to 
provide personnel to operate the gear 
and to patrol buildings and grounds. 


RIVKIN ALSO sees a coming demand 


for polygraph services, commonly but 
mistakenly known as Ho detector tests. 
He urges pro-employment polygraph 
testing, and regular testing of already 
employed personnel In manufacturing 
plants with small products which could 
easily be hidden in an employe-thief's 
clothing. 


Another service Rlvkln will provide Is 


tracking missing persons. Police depart- 
ments conduct thorough Investigations 
when juveniles are reported missing, ho 
said, but because adults aro free to dis- 
appear at their own discretion, official 
law enforcement agencies have little In- 
clination to devote full manpower and 
time to search for them. 


S o m e t i m e s persons charged with 


crimes also use private detectives to 
prove their innocence, sold Rivkln. Busi- 
nessmen carrying large amounts of mon- 
ey may seek his talents as a bodyguard, 
ho added. 


Another line of work which Rlvkln 


finds less appealing Is domestic In- 
vestigation, usually to provide evidence 
to support a divorce suit. Once this was a 
sleazy field, he said, when courts re- 
quired proof of physical Infidelity to 
grant a decree. 


Now a record of associations and the 


number of hours spent with them will 
suffice to support a plea. The days of 
breaking down motel doors, camera in 
hand, are over, although Rlvkln has done 
this, too, he said. He Is selective on this 
type of case, and takes only those where 
he feels a client Is being physically or 
financially abused, he said. 


Detective work is similar to banking, 


medicine or other service professions in 
one Important respect, said Rivkln. "It Is 
a business that relies on Integrity, trust 
and respect," he said. It Is not a 
frequently chosen profession, If state sta- 
tistics are Indicative. Only about GOO per- 
sons ere licensed to practice In the state, 
Rivkln said. But many more persons pre- 
sent themselves as private Investigators, 
illegally hiring out for work reputable de- 
tectives might not accept, he said. Be- 
cause there are no agencies policing the 
field, phony detectives are the biggest 
problem of the profession, he said. He 
hopes someday to convince the licensing 
board to establish controls and enforce 
them.

At 
Muir School, there are also no letter 
grades; instead, grades are based on the 
student's potential compared to his ac- 
tual progress. 


Operation Identification, a program de- 


signed to discourage burglars from steal- 
ing items marked with on Identifiable 
number, will be explained to Prospect 
Heights residents tonight by a represen- 
tative of the Cook County Sheriffs Po- 
lice. 


Manfred Braun of the Sheriff's Police

Under the program, the police supply 


engraving pens to residents so they can 
mark their valuable possessions. Infor- 
mation booklets, window stickers and 
bumper stickers all also distributed as 
part of the program. . 


Once a resident borrows a pen (which 


is free) he is to mark items with either 
bis driver's license number, Social Se- 
curity number, auto license number or 
street address — using the same number 
for all Items. Then the window and car 
stickers are placed where they are plain- 
ly visible to ward off prospective bur- 
glars. 


THE IDEA BEHIND the program is 


that when Items are marked they can 
more easily be Identified, thus making it 
harder for a thief to claim them as his 


own without being caught. It also should 
discourage "fencing" of stolen items. 


A spokesman for the Red Cross will 


also speak at the meeting on the organi- 
zation's blood plan. The Red Cross offers 
a free blood replacement program in 
which all members of a community and 
certain of their relatives are covered if 
four per cent of the population donates 
blood annually. Blood processing fees are 
not covered by the plan but under Illinois 
law insurance carriers must cover that 
cost.

home I" as the former POWs stepped off 
the freedom flights. The GIs will be ex- 
amined and debriefed before their return 
to the United States, which could come 
as soon as Thursday.

The first man off the first plane from 


Hanoi, Navy Capt. Jeremiah A. Denton 
Jr., who had been a POW since July 18, 
1963, saluted and tearfully stepped.to a 
microphone: "We arc honored to have 
the opportunity to serve our country un- 
der difficult circumstances. We are 
profoundly grateful to our Commander in 


Chief, and our nation for this day." He 


paused, then said emotionally, "God bless 
America."

Navy Lt. Comdr. Milton S. Baker, a

Nonresident sports policy 
approved by park district 


A new policy on nonresidents partici- 


pating In athletic association sports pro- 
grams has been approved by the Elk 
Grove Park District. The change appar- 
ently removes the last obstacle to forma- 
tion of a "Sports Federation" of groups 
using park district facilities. 


Under the new policy, participation 


will bo open to those who are residents of 
the park district, attend a school within 
the park district boundaries, or live in an 
adjacent community or unincorporated 
area that does not provide the program 
for which they wish to enroll. 


A nonresident of the park district will 


have to pay an additional $10 over tho 
cost of resident's fee. Tho MO will be paid 
to tho park district. 


The policy applies only to participation 


In athletic association programs or park 
district facilities. Park district pro- 
grams, with few limited exceptions, will 
bo open only to persons who live or work 
within park district boundaries. 


Originally, the park district wanted a 


policy limiting participation in athletic 
programs only to park district residents. 
Nonresidents would be required to pay 
double tho resident fee to participate. 
The extra tee would be paid to the park 
district. 


MEMBERS OF tho park board have 


said the policy was not designed to gain 
extra revenue for the park district, but 
to discourage nonresident participation. 


Members of the various athletic groups 


which use park district facilities, Elk 
Grove Village Athletic Association, Elk 
Grove Boys Football, Inc. and Elk Grove 
Boys Baseball, were opposed to prohibit- 
ing nonresident participation or charging 
the double fee. 


At a Jan. 30 meeting with the park 


board, representatives offered various 
suggestions to allow nonresidents to par- 
ticipate without paying double the resi- 
dent fee. The new park district policy 
incorporates most of the suggestions of- 
fered. 


The representatives argued that non- 


resident participation was not a serious 
problem since out of the more than 1,000 
members of the various groups, only 
about 40 were nonresidents. 


Copies of the entire federation rules 


will be sent to the groups for their ap- 
proval. The various groups have already 
agreed with suggested park district regu- 
lations covering concession stands, insur- 
ance coverage, qualification of coaches 
and managers, listing of participants, 
and physical requirements to participate 
on teams.

Board seeks 
athletics 
rule review 


The High School Dist 211 Board o£ 


Education will Join with a Frerad High 
School parent in seeking a change in ath- 
letic eligibility rules enforced by the Illi- 
nois High School Association. 


The board agreed to ask the IHSA 


board of directors to review the rule pro- 
hibiting student participation in "coach- 
ing schools" during the school year after 
hearing the cases of three Fremd girls 
who have been declared Ineligible for in- 
terscholasUc competition. 


In all three cases, described by Wil- 


liam Whiting, the father of two of the 
girls, the girls were ruled ineligible be- 
cause they received Instruction in sports 
other than the ones they were participat- 
ing In. 


Kim Whiting, a Fremd freshman, was 


ruled ineligible for the school's volleyball 
team because she had receievd group 
tennis lessons at a private club, Whiting 
said. Because of her Inellgibillty the 
Fremd junior varsity volleyball team 
forfeited all games she had participated 
in. 


KIM'S SISTER Sue, Whiting said, was 


barred from the girl's basketball squad 
because she had also received coaching 
in tennis at a private club. 


In addition, he said, Mary Yelovick, a 


freshman at Fremd, was declared in- 
eligible for the school's varsity volleyball 
squad-because she was also a member of 
the Countryside YMCA swim team. 
Fremd has a tennis team but does not 
provide any Interscholastic competition 
in swimming. 


Whiting said he has written a letter to 


Harry Fltzhugh, executive secretary of 
the IHSA, the governing body for com- 
petitive high school sports, asking that 
the rule which made all three girls In- 
eligible be reconsidered. 


In his letter .Whiting described himself 


as "a confused parent Intensely inter- 
ested in the school programs designed to 
develop well-rounded children scholastl- 
cally, athletically and in other Interest" 
He said he has not yet received a reply 
from Fitzhugh. 


The rule in question specifically prohi- 


bits students from participating in any 
"coaching school" In any interscholastic 
sport while a member of any school 
team. Included in the rule are commu- 
nity recreation programs and "any pro- 
gram ... sponsored by any organization 
or individual or designed specifically to 
instruct participants in the theory or 
practice of any interscholastic sport.". 


THE RULE defines as interscholastic 


sports baseball, 
softball, basketball, 


cross country, fencing, football, soccer, 
golf, gymnastics, swimming, tennis, 
track and field and wrestling plus any 
other sports with inter-echool com- 
petition. 


Whiting told the board he understands 


how the rule might be used to prevent 
football or basketball teams from becom- 
ing "professional," but added, "The rule 
prevents students from taking tennis, 
golf or swimming lessons during the 
school year and it doesn't seem quite the 
purpose of the rule to do that" 


F o l l o w i n g Whiting's presentation, 


Board Pres. Robert Creek asked Supt, 
Richard Kobe to draw up a formal letter 
to the IHSA board. Creek said, "I think I 
sense the board Is feeling, if not outrage, 
at least that this is a chicken rule and 
should be changed."

Baker said they asked "hundreds of 
questions" about news, fashions, wom- 
en's lib and about their own military 
ranks. The men were given tea, coffee 
and canned milkshakes during the 900 
mite flight from Hanoi to Clark.

Raymond Vohden, last year, spoke softly 
and slowly yesterday. "I told him he 
sure looked handsome coming off the 
plane," she said. "He told me he had 
eaten three steaks and a half dozen eggs 
and was going to have a good time get-i 
ting fat with us when he comes home... 
I'm so happy, just so happy he's coming 
home." Her husband was shot down over 
North Vietnam and captured on April 3, 
1965. 


The critically ill mother of Navy Cmdr. ' 


Brian Woods of Coronado, Calif., was un- 
aware her son had been freed as a pris- 
oner of war on an urgent appeal from bis 
father and was on his way home to see 
her. "I nope he can pull her through," 
said the father, a retired Navy admiral. 
"I'm hoping for a positive reaction, not a 
negative one — but we must be pre- 
pared." The younger Woods had not been 
on the original list of POWs to be re- 
leased. His name was apparently added 
by the North Vietnamese because of his 
family's appeal, "They did it on the basis 
of humanitarianism," the elder Woods 
said.

Says bulk of work is boring 
He's the '007'of Schaumburg 


by NANCY COWGER 


Industrial espionage — the words con- 


jure a vision of miniature cameras, de- 
fecting scientists and black-cloaked fig- 
ures disconnecting burglar alarms. All of 
which sounds much too sinister for 
Schaumburg, where suburban life flows 
In an ordered plan. 


But at least one man believes it exists 


In the village, or will, and has staked his 
future on outsmarting the stealers of se- 
cret formulas. 


Doors have discreetly opened to a one- 


man detective agency In Schaumburg, 
situated among the more prosaic subur- 
ban sites of convenience shops, drug 
stores and dignified attorneys' offices. He 
is Harold RIvkin 


But the real selling point for him was 


the Industrial growth already evident 
and accelerating In the vicinity. RIvkin 
also sees Elk Grove Village and Itasca 
as part of the manufacturing community 
he will serve. 


Private investigators have been glam- 


orized by the magic-makers of television 
and movies, said Rivkln. Tha bulk of his 
work is boring, filled with hours of sit- 
ting In a car waiting for someone to do 
something suspicious. It can be as mun- 
dane as counting the customers at a car 
wash for an eight-hour shift to see If the 
manager Is reporting all receipts. RIvkin 
did this in one of his cases while he 
worked a year for American Security 
Agents of Chicago, prior to opening his 
own office in January. 


But it Is police work, and Rivkln loves 


It. "You have to love it to stay with It," 
he said. RIvkin has nine years of experi- 


ence In the law enforcement field. He be- 
gan as a part-time officer for the Bloom- 
ingdale (111.) Police Department, went to 
fulltlme status in 1965 and was named 
chief of police In 1968. He was one of the 
youngest police chiefs in the history of 
the state, and remained In that position 
until July, 1971. That November he took 
the state licensing examination for pri- 
vate detectives. 


As Rivkin's business expands, he hopes 


to add to his staff. Now he is working to 
develop clientele for uniformed security 
guard services, which In some cases 
would be handled In a partnership with 
electronic surveillance' equipment. Riv- 
kln would not supply the movie cameras, 
coded locks, sound systems or electronic 
eye-type devices, but would contract to 
provide personnel to operate the gear 
and to patrol buildings and grounds. 


RIVKIN ALSO sees a coming demand 


for polygraph services, commonly but 
mistakenly known as lie detector tests. 
He urges pre-cmployment polygraph 
testing, and regular testing of already 
employed personnel in manufacturing 
plants with small products which could 
easily be hidden In an employe-thief's 
clothing. 


Another service Rivkln will provide Is 


tracking missing persons. Police depart- 
ments conduct thorough Investigations 
when juveniles are reported missing, he 
said, but because adults are free to dis- 
appear at their own discretion, official 
law enforcement agencies have little In- 
clination to devote full manpower and 
time to search for them. 


S o m e t i m e s persons charged with 


crimes also use private detectives to 
prove their innocence, said Rivkln. Busi- 
nessmen carrying large amounts of mon- 
ey may seek his talents as a bodyguard, 
he added. 


Another line of work which Rivkln 


finds less appealing Is domestic in- 
vestigation, usually to provide evidence 
to support a divorce suit. Once this was a 
sleazy field, he said, when courts re- 
quired proof of physical infidelity to 
grant a decree. 


Now a record of associations and the 


number of hours spent with them will 
suffice to support a plea. The days of 
breaking down motel doors, camera in 
hand, are over, although Rivkln has done 
this, too, he said. He is selective on this 
type of case, and takes only those where 
he feels a client is being physically or 
financially abused, he said. 


Detective work is similar to banking, 


medicine or other service professions in 
one important respect, said Rivkin. "It is 
a business that relies on Integrity, trust 
and respect," he said. It is not a 
frequently chosen profession, if state sta- 
tistics are Indicative. Only about 500 per- 
sons are licensed to practice In the state, 
Rivkln said. But many more persons pre- 
sent themselves as private investigators, 
Illegally hiring out for work reputable de- 
tectives might not accept, he said. Be- 
cause there are no agencies policing the 
field, phony detectives are the biggest 
problem of the profession, he said. He 
hopes someday to convince the licensing 
board to establish controls and enforce 
them.

Farm Bureau—53 and still growing

"A farm bureau won't last three years 


in Cook County." 


That was the common sentiment In 


1920 when the Cook County Farm Bureau 
was organized. 


Today, 53 years later, the Cook County 


Farm Bureau not only exists, but Is the 
largest In the state, boasting a member- 
ship of 8,200. 


And the last time there was any talk of 


dissolving the Cook County Farm Bureau 
was In 1923 when some wanted the coun- 
ty to be carved up and given to adjoining 
counties for farm bureau services. Lead- 
ers of the farm bureau held on. Now the 
Cook County Farm Bureau is so sure of 
Its continued role In serving Cook County 
that It Is planning to construct a new fa- 
cility In Rolling Meadows. 
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DESPITE the demise of farmers as 
subdivisions encroach on what was 
once farm land, the Cook County 
Farm Bureau has continued to grow. 


"We have just outgrown our present 


facility," said Gordon Fox, executive 
secretary of the Cook County Farm Bu- 
reau When the farm bureau moved to its 
present Arlington Heights location at 201 
N Dunton Ave. In 1934 there were five or 
six employes. There arc 20 farm bureau 
employes there now. 


GROUND WILL be broken this spring 


for a new two-story building on the west 
side of Hicks Road, just north of Euclid 
Avenue In Rolling Meadows. Fox is hope- 
ful the building will be ready for occu- 
pancy in the fall. The University of Illi- 
nois Cooperative Extension Service will 
share the building with the Cook County 
Farm Bureau and there will be addition- 
al office space for rent. 


Membership In the Cook County Farm 


Bureau has Increased steadily despite 
the demise of farmers as land becomes 
too expensive to farm and is bought up 
by developers who erect large ipartmcnt 
complexes and subdivisions on what was 
once prime farm land 


Most people don't realize it but there 


arc still 75,000 acres of land In cultiva- 
tion in Cook County, but mainly In the 
southern portion of the county, said Fox. 


And approximately SO per cent of the 


Cook County Farm Bureau's member- 
ship Is made up of farmers. These are 
the voting members of the bureau who 
hate retained the control and guidance 
of the form bureau. Many of the voting 
members don't actually farm In Cook 
County but own farms downstatc and live 
In the county. 


THE OTHER members of the county 


farm bureau are called associate mem- 
bers and they have no vote These mem- 
bers usually join the farm bureau to take 
advantage of the commercial services it 
offers to members including Insurance 
programs. 


The farm bureau system was original- 


ly organized to help farmers become 
more efficient producers and promote a 
more profitable system of agriculture. 


Over the years, the scope of the form 


bureau has broadened In addition to 
educational services, the farm bureau 
maintains a lobby both in Springfield and 
Washington, D C. and offers commercial 
services to its members. 


Three full time lobbyists represent the 


farmers in Springfield serving as watch 
dogs to head off legislation detrimental 
to agriculture and push for more favor- 
able legislation. The national association 
also maintains a full time lobby corps In 
Washington, DC. to present a strong 
united voice for farmers. 


COMMERCIAL services were added to 


the farm bureau's operation in the 1920s 
and 1930s. Insurance was one of the first 
business services the farmers called for. 
In 1929 Country Life Insurance Co. was 
organized to meet the needs of farmers 
in Illinois. Country Companies Insurance 
now offers Its members a complete line 
of Insurance. \ 


A second commercial service available 


to farmers is the Lake-Cook Farm Sup- 
ply Co. This is a farmer's cooperative 
that makes seed, petroleum, garden sup- 
plies and other agricultural needs avail- 
able to farm bureau members at reduced 
prices. There are four stores In Cook 
County that farm members can purchase 
from. Farm bureau members become 
common stockholders of the cooperative 
and at the end of each fiscal year they 
receive a patronage refund based on the 
amount of supplies they purchased from 
the cooperative during the year. 


The farm bureau also maintains a 


sports program. This Includes bowling 
and softball tournaments. 


length of the pool, they're doing more 
than just racing the clock; they're pre- 
venting heart attacks. 


FOR MOST of the people In the club, 


the meets are not the biggest reason for 
the strenuous workouts. The workouts 
arc organized to offset cardiovascular 
disease. 


The aggressive swimming program 


was first developed by the United States 
Navy to help naval officers keep in 
shape. 


"You have to be able to swim dis- 


tances and swim it fast," BobbI Turcotlc, 
one of the group's best swimmers, said 
The idea Is to push the heart enough to 
actually strengthen its muscles. One lap 
isn't enough. 


Anybody who can swim Is eligible for 


the fitness swim club. The competition 
swimming is optional, and the only real 
criteria is a willingness to keep pushing 
a little harder each time, Mrs. Turcottc 
said 


PEOPLE CURRENTLY active in the 


Y's program range hi age from the mid- 
203 through the 50s. At one meet, a 71- 
year-old man entered the races. 


There also are star athletes in the club 


who are challenging the aquatic record 
books. 


Mrs. Turcotte, a program director for 


the Y, has set new national records in 
the backstroke competition. In one meet 
at DeKalb, Mrs Turcotte swam the 100- 
yard backstroke in 1 minute, 24 seconds, 
beating the former record by 5& sec- 
onds And in the 200-yard distance, she 
knocked 36 seconds off the record with a 
time of 3 06 


Adult competition Is divided into five- 


year age categories by the American 
Athletic Union, with persons 25-30 years 
old racing each other, and other ages 
swimming against people near their own 
jears. 


Men have traditionally outnumbered 


women in competitive swim meets. That 
trend shows up in the Countryside Y 
group Of 15 team members, only three 
are women. But that factor may be help- 
ing Mrs Turcotto win with such regu- 
larity. In a recent meet at Northwestern 
University, she placed first four times. 


"It's harder to get girls. They didn't 


compete when they were kids like the 
boys did.'^Mrs. Turcotte said. 


On the other hand, men face more ex- 


perienced swimmers when they enter a 
meet. 


MONTHLY MEETS ore being sched- 


uled by the Countryside group, who will 
be entering the Western Illinois Univer- 
sity competition at Macomb Feb. 16-18. 
The group will meet year-round, and 
once the new Countryside Y is completed 
In Palatine, hours for fitness swimming 
will be scheduled in the morning, after- 
noon, evening and during the lunch hour, 
Mrs. Turcotte said.

A regional police crime laboratory for 


the Northwest suburbs may be headquar- 
tered In Rolling Meadows If support for 
the proposed lab is found among subur- 
ban police chiefs. 


Rolling Meadows Police Chief Lewis 


Case said he has proposed using facilities 
In the city for the proposed crime lab. 
Case said Harvey N. Johnson, director of 
the Illinois Bureau of Investigation, lias 
consulted with him on using the facilities 
in the third floor of the city hall for the 
lab. 


The vacant third-floor facilities had 


recently been considered by Circuit 
Court officials for a 2nd District court- 
room site, but Chief Judge John Boyle 
ruled Instead to place the courtroom in 
Hoffman Estates. 


Case said If the crime lab were located 


in the city It would have access to the 
city's extensive police photography lab. 


PLANS TO ESTABLISH a crime lab 


have not yet been formally established. 
However, the Northwest Police Academy 
and Harper College are jointly con- 
ducting a survey of police chiefs In the 
area to determine the need for such a1 
facility. 


Currently the only lab facilities avail- 


able to local police are one in Chicago, 
one In Joliet, and FBI lab In Washington 
and the Northern Illinois Police Crime 
Laboratory In Highland Park. 


The Harper survey will Include ques- 


tions seeking Information from depart- 
ments on the number of specialists as- 
signed to photography, detective work 
and traffic analysis. Interest In estab- 
lishing a regional crime lab will also be 
determined. 


POLICE OFFICIALS will also be 


asked how many times a local crime lab 
facility or mobile unit would have been 
used If it bad been available In the area. 
The wtent to which crime lab facilities 
were actually used during the past year 
by local departments will be Included in 
the survey as well as the cost Incurred 
for the use. 


If a need for the lab is found, Case said 


Rolling Meadows would be a good loca- 
tion for the facility. "We are centrally 
located and could serve all the suburbs 
here adequately," Case said. He said 
since the Illinois law Enforcement De- 
partment Is already headquartered on 
Algonquin Road in Rolling Meadows the 
crime lab facility could logically be 
placed in the city as well. 


Case said the lab facility would also 


include mobile units to be headquartered 
hi the city. According to the Harper sur- 
vey, other services the lab could provide 
Include centralized evidence storage, 
t r a i n i n g programs for crime In- 
vestigation and mobile crime vehicles 
manned jointly by local police and the 
state.

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Most high school students hold jobs 


Those teen-agers who fix your ham- 


burgers at the local drive-in are part of a 
largo group of workers who also go to 
nigh school. 


Tho babysitters who tend your children 


and the youths who fill your gas tank 
ore port of the same group. 


In fact, of the students who attend 


school in High School Dist. 211, 67 per 
cent also are members of tho labor 
force. And about 40 per cent of those 
workers spend 20 hours or more on the 
job each week. 


Those are the findings of a survey of 


Dlst. 211 students taken last spring by 
district officials. Of the 5,027 students 
who filled out questionnaires, 3,351 were 
employed. 


The survey also found that slightly 


more girls than boys work, but that girls 
arc lower paid because they dominate 
the babysitting field, the lowest paying 
work. The percentages of students work- 
ing varied from 59 per cent of the fresh- 
men to 83 per cent of the seniors. 


IN ADDITION to being low-paying, 


baby sitting was the most common type 
of work with 753 students reporting It. 
Six hundred thirty-six students were cm- 
ployed in food service jobs; 528 in sales 


work; 234 in yard or nursery work and 
205 in office work. 


Thirty-five per cent of the students 


worked 10 hours or less a week and six 
per cent or 195 students, worked more 
than 40 hours a week. 


Most of the students working more 


than 40 hours a week are seniors but 
district officials noted that 49 freshmen 
and sophomores work full-time In appar- 
ent violation of child-labor laws. 


Most of the students working 10 hours 


or less were girls, most of those working 
more than 20 hours were boys, district 
officials noted. 


THE MOST common pay range for stu- 


dent jobs was $1.61 to $2 an hour, with 
1,046 students reporting pay hi that 
range. At the same time 185 students 
said they were paid more than $3 on 
hour. Of those, 151 were boys and 34 
were girls. 


When district officials broke down 


their figures into job types, they found 
the highest paying jobs were in construc- 
tion, mechanics and metal work. Lowest 
paying was babysitting, with pay aver- 
aging less than $1 an hour. 


Don Howard, Dlst. 211 vocational edu- 


cation coordinator, said the results of tha 
survey will be used to look at vocational 
p r o g r a m s , guidance counseling and 
scheduling plans for the district.

The first American prisoners of war, 


released from Vietnam, walked across a 
red carpet to freedom at Clark AFB in 
the Philippines in a low-key but intensely 
emotional welcome. The crowd at Clark 
chanted

homel" as the former POWs stepped oil 
the freedom flights. The GIs will be ex- 
amined and debriefed before their return 
to the United States, which could come 
as soon as Thursday.

The first man off the first plane from 


Hanoi, Navy Capt Jeremiah A. Denton 
Jr., who had been a POW sine* July 18, 
19(5, saluted and tearfully stepped to a 
microphone: "We are honored to have 
the opportunity to serve our country un- 
der difficult circumstances. We ire 
profoundly grateful to our Commander in 


Chief, and our nation for this day." He 
paused, then said emotionally, "God bless 
America."

Navy Lt. Comdr. Milton S. Baker, a 


crew member of tho C141 Storllfler, said 
the American POWs on the second evac- 
uation flight all wore solemn expressions 
until takeoff. Once Inside the plane they • 
really become elated. The reaction on 
takeoff was shouts, cheers, and thumbs- 
up. Baker said they asked "hundreds of 
questions" about news, fashions, wom- 
en's lib and about their own military 
ranks. The men were given tea, coffee 
and canned milkshakes during the 900 
mile flight from Hanoi to Clark.

Mrs. Bonnye Vohden, who almost di- 


vorced her POW husband, Navy Cmdr. 


Raymond Vohden, last year, spoke softly 
and slowly yesterday. "I told him he 
sure looked handsome coming off tho 
plane," she said. "He told me he had 
eaten three steaks and a half dozen eggs 
and was going to have a good time get- 
ting fat with us when he comes home... 
I'm so happy, just so happy he's coming 
home." Her husband was shot down over 
North Vietnam and captured on April 3, 
1965. 


The critically ill mother of Navy Cmdr. 


Brian Woods of Coronado, Calif., was un- 
aware her son had been freed as a pris- 
oner of war on an urgent appeal from his 
father and was on his way home to see 
her. "I hope he can pull her through," 
said the father, a retired Navy admiral. 
"I'm hoping for a positive reaction, not a 
negative one — but we must be pre- 
pared." The younger Woods had not been 
on the original list of POWs to be re- 
leased. His name was apparently added 
by the North Vietnamese because of his 
family's appeal, "They did It on the basis 
of numanitarianism," the elder Woods 
said.

"If I'm In an ambitious mood I can get 


everyone in the place to get a shoe 
shine," said Al, who charges 25 cents, 
plus tip, for a top-notch shine. 


BESIDES the bars, Al frequents the 


Arlington Heights Police Department 
and Joe's Barber Shop, 209 S. Arlington 
Heights Rd. He says bars have the. big- 
gest potential for making money but the 
police arc good steady customers. 


"When the business at bars is good, 


It's really good,'" said Al, who has been 
handed up to $3 as a tip at local bars. 
"Of course there arc other days when no 
one's at the bars." 


Al, an eighth grader at South Junior 


High School, used to sell newspapers. 
But tho early morning hours were too 
hard to keep. Besides, shocshinlng Is 
open to more enterprising. \ 


About three years ago he learned the 


trade from Jesse Spoto, a barber at Joe's 
Barber Shop. Now he's the veteran shoe- 
shine "man" in the village. Al says there

Industrial espionage — the words con- 


jure a vision of miniature cameras, de- 
fecting scientists and block-cloaked fig- 
ures disconnecting burglar alarms. All of 
which sounds much too sinister for 
Schaumburg, whero suburban life flows 
In an ordered plan. 


But at least one man believes It exists 


In tho village, or will, and has staked his 
future on outsmarting the stcalcrs of se- 
cret formulas. 


Doors have discreetly opened to a one- 


man detective agency In Schaumburg, 
situated among the more prosaic subur- 
ban sites of convenience shops, drug 
stores and dignified attorneys' offices. He 
is Harold Rlvkln. 


But the real selling point for him was 


the industrial growth already evident 
and accelerating In the vicinity. Rlvkln 
also sees Elk Grove Village and Itasca 
as part of the manufacturing community 
he will serve. 


Private Investigators have been glam- 


orized by the magic-makers of television 
and movies, said Rivkln. The bulk of his 
work Is boring, filled with hours of sit- 
ting In a car waiting for someone, to do 
something suspicious. It can be as mun- 
dane as counting the customers at a car 
wash for an eight-hour shift to see If the 
manager Is reporting all receipts. Rlvkln 
did this in one of his cases while he 
worked a year for American Security 
Agents of Chicago, prior to opening his 
own office In January. 


But it Is police work, and Rlvkln loves 


It. "You have to love it to stay with It," 
he said. Rlvkln has nine years of experi- 
ence hi the law enforcement field. He be- 


• gan as a part-time officer for the Bloom- 


Ingdalo (111.) Police Department, went to 
fulltime status In 1965 and was named 
chief of police In I960. He was one of the 
youngest police chiefs In tho history of 
the state, and remained In that position 
until July, 1971. That November he took 
the state licensing examination for pri- 
vate detectives. 


As Rlvkin's business expands, he hopes 


to add to his staff. Now ho Is working to 
develop clientele for uniformed security 
guard services, which In some cases 
would be handled In a partnership with 
electronic surveillance equipment. Rlv- 
kln would not supply the movie cameras, 
coded locks, sound systems or electronic 
eye-type devices, but would contract to 
provide personnel to operate the gear 
and to patrol buildings and grounds. 


RIVKIN ALSO sees a coming demand 


for polygraph services, commonly but 
mistakenly known as lie detector tests. 
He urges pre-employment polygraph 
testing, and regular testing of already 
employed personnel in manufacturing 
plants with small products which could 
easily be hidden In an employe-thief's 
clothing. 


Another service Rlvkin will provide Is 


tracking missing persons. Police depart-' 
ments conduct thorough investigations 
when juveniles are reported missing, he 
said, but because adults-are free to dis- 
appear at their own discretion, official 
law enforcement agencies •have little in- 
clination to devote full manpower and 


time to search for them. 


S o m e t i m e s persons charged with 


crimes also use private detectives to 
prove their innocence, said Rivkln. Busi- 
nessmen carrying large amounts of mon- 
ey may seek his talents as a bodyguard, 
he added. 


Another line of work which Rlvkin 


finds less appealing is domestic in- 
vestigation, usually to provide evidence 
to support a divorce suit. Once this was a 
sleazy field, he said, when courts re- 
quired proof of physical infidelity to 
grant a decree.

polish on. I have brown and black polish, 
they're the most common. But I have 
other colors and neutral in case I run 
into any problems. Then I brush the shoe 


and buff It. Then I add a few secret 
touches. At the end I get the edge of the 
soles, too," Al said. 


And all In three minutes — if he's In a 


hurry. But if he's after a tip, a shine 
could take 15 minutes. 


Al also has a flashlight for use in the 


dark bars. He says he has learned how to 
shine the light on shoes in such a way as 
to make them look super shiny. 


"The best way to get guys to buy a 


shoesbine is to have them watch me give 
one to the guy next to them," he said. 
His hands flying with special finesse and

POWs walk red carpet to freedom 


The first American prisoners of war, 


released from Vietnam, walked across a 
red carpet to freedom at Clark AFB In 
the Philippines In a low-key but intensely 
emotional welcome. The crowd at Clark 
chanted 
"Wel-come-bomel Wei-come- 


homel" as the former POWs stepped off 
the freedom flights. The Gb will be ex- 
amined and debriefed before (heir return 
to the United States, which could come 
as soon as Thursday. 


The first man off the first plane from 


Hand, Navy Capt Jeremiah A. Denton 
Jr., who had been a POW since July 18, 
1965. saluted and tearfully stepped to a 
microphone: "We are honored to have 
the opportunity to serve our country un- 
der difficult circumstances. We are 
prifoundly grateful to our Commander In 


Chief, and our nation for this day." He 
paused, then said emotionally, "God bless 
America-." 


Navy Lt Comdr. Milton S. Baker, a 


crew member of the C141 Stariifter, said 
the American POWs on the second evac- 
uation flight all wore solemn expressions 
until takeoff. Once inside the plane they 
really became elated. The reaction on 
takeoff was shouts, cheers, and thumbs- 
up. Baker said they asked "hundreds of 
questions" about news, fashions, wom- 
en's lib and about their own military 
ranks. The men were given tea, coffee 
and canned milkshakes during toe 900 
mile flight from Hanoi to Clark. 


Mrs. Bonnye Vohden, who almost di- 


vorced her POW husband, Navy Cmdr. 


Raymond Vohden, last year, spoke softly 
and slowly yesterday. "I told him he 
sure looked handsome coming off the 
plane," she said. "He told me he bad 
eaten three steaks and a half dozen eggs 
and was going to have a good time get- 
ting fat with us when he comes home... 
I'm so happy, just so happy he's coming 
.home." Her husband was shot down over 
North Vietnam and captured on April 3, 
196S. 


The critically ill mother of Navy Cmdr. 


Brian Woods of Coronado, Calif., was un- 
aware her son had been freed u a pris- 
oner of war on an urgent appeal from Ids 
father and was on bis way borne to see 
her. "I hope he can pull her through," 
said toe father, a retired Navy admiral. 
"I'm hoping for a positive reaction, not a 
negative one — but we must be pre- 
. pared." The younger Woods bad not been 
on toe original list, of POWs to be re- 
leased. His name was apparently added 
by toe North Vietnamese because of Ids 
family's appeal, "They did it on the basis 
of mimamtarianiam," toe elder Woods 
said.

Schaumburg's 6007' tells all, sees all

Industrial espionage — the words con- 


jure a vision of miniature cameras, de- 
fecting scientists and black-cloaked fig- 
ures disconnecting burglar alarms. All of 
which sounds much too sinister for 
Schaumburg, where suburban life flows 
In an ordered plan 


But at least one man believes It exists 


In tho village, or will, and has staked his 
future on outsmarting the stcalcrs of se- 
cret formulas 


Doors have discreetly opened to a one- 


man detective agency In Schaumburg, 
situated among the more prosaic subur- 
ban sites of convenience shops, drug 
stores and dignified attorneys' offices He 
is Harold Rlvkln 


But the real selling point for him was 


the Industrial growth already evident 
and accelerating In the vicinity. Rlvkln 
also sees Elk Grove Village and Itasca 
as part of the manufacturing community 
he will serve. 


Private Investigators have been glam- 


orized by the magic-makers of television 
and movies, said Rlvkln The bulk of his 
work is boring, filled with hours of sit- 
ting In a car waiting for someone to do 
something suspicious. It can be as mun- 
dane as counting the customers at a car 
wash for an eight-hour shift to see If the 
manager Is reporting all receipts. Rivkln 
did this in one of his cases while he 
worked a year for American Security 
Agents of Chicago, prior to opening his 
own office In January. 


But It Is police work, -and Rlvkin loves 


It. "You hove to love It to stay with it," 
ho said Rlvkin has nine years of experi- 


ence In the law enforcement field He be- 
gan as a part-time officer for the Bloom- 
Ingdale (111) Police Department, went to 
fulltlmc status In 1965 and was named 
chief of police in 1968. He was one of the 
youngest police chiefs In the'history of 
tho state, and remained In that position 
until July, 1971. That November be took 
the state licensing examination for pri- 
vate detectives. 


As RIvkln's business expands, he hopes 


to add to his staff. Now he Is working to 
develop clientele for uniformed security 
guard services, which In some cases 
would be handled in a partnership with 
electronic surveillance equipment. Riv- 
kln would not supply the movie cameras, 
coded locks, sound systems or electronic 
eye-type devices, but would contract to 
provide personnel to operate the gear 
and to patrol buildings and grounds. 


RIVKIN ALSO sees a coming demand 


for polygraph services, commonly but 
mistakenly known as lie detector tests. 
He urges pre-employmcnt polygraph 
testing, and regular testing of already 
employed personnel in manufacturing 
plants with small products which could 
easily be hidden In an employe-thief's 
clothing. 


Another service Rlvkln will provide Is 


tracking missing persons. Police depart- 
ments conduct thorough Investigations 
when juveniles arc reported missing, he 
said, but because adults are free to dis- 
appear at their own discretion, official 
law enforcement agencies have little in- 
clination to devote full manpower and 
time to search for them. 
\ 


S o m e t i m e s persons charged with 


crimes also use private detectives to 
prove their innocence, said Rivkin. Busi- 
nessmen carrying large amounts of mon- 
ey may seek his talents as a bodyguard, 
he added. 


Another line of work which Rlvkin 


finds less appealing Is domestic in- 
vestigation, usually to provide evidence 
to support a divorce suit. Once this was a 
sleazy field, he said, when courts re- 
quired proof of physical Infidelity to 
grant a decree. 


Now a record of associations and the 


number of hoars spent with them will 
suffice to support a plea. The days of 
breaking down motel doors, camera in 
hand, arc over, although Rlvkln has done 
this, too, he said. He is selective on this 
type of case, and takes only those where 
he feels a client is being physically or 
financially abused, he said 


Detective work is similar to banking, 


medicine or other service professions in 
one Important respect, said Rivkln. "U Is 
a business that relics on integrity, trust 
and respect," he said. It Is not a 
frequently chosen profession, if state sta- 
tistics arc indicative Only about 500 per- 
sons arc licensed to.practice In the state, 
Rlvkln said But many more persons pre- 
sent themselves as private Investigators, 
Illegally hiring out for work reputable de- 
tectives might not accept, he said. Be- 
cause there arc no agencies policing the 
field, phony detectives arc the biggest 
problem of the profession, he said. He 
hopes someday to convince the licensing 
board to establish controls and enforce 
them.

Private eyeing not all that gla morons: Schaumburg's '007'

Industrial espionage — the words con- 


jure a vision of miniature cameras, de- 
fecting scientists and black-cloaked fig- 
ures disconnecting burglar alarms. All of 
which sounds much too sinister for 
Schaumburg, where suburban life flows 
In an ordered plan. 


But at least one man believes it exists 


in the Ullage, or will, and has staked his 
future on outsmarting the stealcrs of se- 
cret formulas. 


Doors have discreetly opened to a one- 


man detective agency In Schaumburg, 
situated among the more prosaic subur- 
ban sites of convenience shops, drug 
stores and dignified attorneys' offices. He 
Is Harold Rivkln. 


But the real selling point for him was 


the Industrial growth already evident 
and accelerating In tho vicinity. Rivkln 
also sees Elk Grove Village and Itasca 
as part of the manufacturing community 
he will serve. 


Private Investigators have been glam- 


orized by the magic-makers of television 
and movies, said Rivkln. Tho bulk of his 
work is boring, filled with hours of sit- 
ting in a car waiting for someone to do 
something suspicious. It can be as mun- 
dane as counting tho customers at a car 
wash for an eight-hour shift to sec If tho 
manager Is reporting all receipts. Rivkln 
did this In one of his cases while he 
worked a year for American Security 
Agents of Chicago, prior to opening his 
own office in January. 


But It Is police work, and Rlvkin loves 


It. "You have to love It to stay with It," 


he said. Rivkln has nine years of experi- 
ence in the law enforcement field. He be- 
gan as a part-time officer for the Bloom- 
ingdalo (HI.) Police Department, went to 
fulltlme status In 1965 and was named 
chief of police In 1960. Ho was one of the 
youngest police chiefs In the history of 
the state, and remained in that position 
until July, 1971. That November he took 
the state licensing examination for pri- 
vate detectives. 


As Rlvkln's business expands, he hopes 


to add to his staff. Now he is working to 
develop clientele for uniformed security 
guard services, which in some cases 
would be handled In a partnership with 
electronic surveillance equipment. Riv- 
kln would not supply the movie cameras, 
coded locks, sound systems or electronic 
eye-type devices, but would contract to 


provide personnel to operate the gear 
and to patrol buildings and grounds. 


RIVKIN ALSO sees a coming demand 


for polygraph services, commonly but 
mistakenly known as lie detector tests. 
He urges pre-employment polygraph 
testing, and regular testing of already 
employed personnel In manufacturing 
plants with small products which could 
easily be hidden in an employe-thief's 
clothing. 


Another service Rivkln will provide is 


tracking missing persons. Police depart- 
ments conduct thorough Investigations 
when juveniles are reported missing, he 
said, but because adults are free to dis- 
appear at their own discretion, official 
law enforcement agencies have little In- 
cline tion to devote full manpower and 
tlm 3 to search for them. 


S o m e t i m e s persons charged with 


crimes also use private detectives to 
prove their Innocence, said Rivkin. Busi- 
nessmen carrying large amounts of mon- 
ey may seek his talents as a bodyguard, 
he added. 


Another line of work which Rlvkin 


finds less appealing Is domestic in- 
vestigation, usually to provide evidence 
to support a divorce suit. Once this was a 
sleazy field, he said, when courts re- 
quired proof of physical Infidelity to 
grant a decree. 


Now a record of associations and the 


number of hours spent with them will 
suffice to support a plea. The days of 
breaking down motel doors, camera in 
hand, ore over, although Rlvkin has done 
this, too, he said. He Is selective on this 
type of case, and takes only those where 


he feels a client Is being physically cr 
financially abused, he said. 


Detective work is similar to banking, 


medicine or other service professions in 
one Important respect, said Rivkin. "It is 
a business that relies on integrity, trust 
and respect," he said. It is not a 
frequently chosen profession, if state sta- 
tistics arc Indicative. Only about 500 per- 
sons are licensed to practice In the state, 
Rivkln said. But many more persons pre- 
sent themselves as private investigators, 
illegally hiring out for work reputable de- 
tectives might not accept, he said. Be- 
cause there are no agencies policing the 
field, phony detectives are the biggest 
problem of the profession, he said. He 
hopes someday to convince the licensing 
board to establish controls and enforce 
them.

Jr., who had been a POW since July 18, 
19SS, saluted and tearfully stepped to a 
microphone: "We are honored to have 
the opportunity to serve our country un- 
der difficult circumstances. We are 
profoundly grateful to our Commander in 


Chief, and our nation for this day." He 
paused, then said emotionally, "God bless 
America."

uation flight ail wore solemn expressions 
until takeoff.

Most high school pupils 
hold jobs, study finds 


Those teen-agers who fix your ham- 


burgers at tho local drive-In are part of a 
large group of workers who also go to 
high school. 


The babysitters who tend your children 


and the youths who fill your gas tank 
arc part of the same group. 


In fact, of the students who attend 


school In High School Dlst. 211, 67 per 
cent also are members of tho labor 
force. And about 40 per cent of those 
workers spend 20 hours or more on the 
job each week. 


Those are the findings of a survey of 


Dlst. 211 students taken last spring by 
district officials. Of the 5,027 students 
who filled out questionnaires, 3,351 were 
employed. 


The survey also found that slightly 


more girls than boys work, but that girls 
are lower paid because they dominate 
the babysitting field, the lowest paying 
work. The percentages of students work- 
Ing varied from 59 per cent of the fresh- 
men to 83 per cent of tho seniors. 


IN ADDITION to being low-paying, 


baby sitting was the most common typo 
of work with 753 students reporting It. 
Six hundred thirty-six students were cm- 
ployed in food service jobs; 528 In sales 
work; 234 In yard or nursery work and 
205 In office work. 


Thirty-five per cent of the students 


worked 10 hours or less a week and six 
per cent or 195 students, worked more 
than 40 hours a week. 


Most of the students working more 


than 40 hours a week ore seniors but 
district officials noted that 49 freshmen 
and sophomores work full-time In appar- 
ent violation of child-labor laws. 
• Most of the students working 10 hours 
or less were girls, most of those working 
more than 20 hours were boys, district 
officials noted. 


THE MOST common pay range for stu-

And all In three minutes — If he's in a 


hurry. But if he's after a tip, a shine 
could take 15 minutes. 


Al also has a flashlight for use In the 


dark bars. He says he has learned how to 
shine the light on shoes in such a way as 
to make them look super shiny. 


"The best way to get guys to buy a 


shocshlne is to have them watch me give 
one to the guy next to them," he said. 
His hands flying with special finesse and 
an occasional dab of polish can fascinate 
anyone from a policeman to a slightly 
Inebriated businessman. 


AL IS AN OLD hand at turning "no- 


I-don't-need-a-shlne" men into "yes, I'd 
llke-a-ashino" ones. 


"If they say no, just flat no, there's not 


much I can say," said Al. "But If they 
say no because, and give some reason, I 
can usually talk them Into it.

Schools weigh unit to study needs 


An Increase In the number of single- 


and multi-family housing units proposed 
for tho Prospect Heights School Dlst. 23 
area may lead to formation of a com- 
mittee to study future needs of the dis- 
trict. 


Supt. Edward Grodsky last week rec- 


ommended formation of such a com- 
mittee "so that we arc not overcrowded 
by the time all tho developments are 
completed." Grodsky pointed to a 1,200- 
unlt apartment complex proposed for the 
southwest corner of Hlntz and Wheeling 
roads In Wheeling. The development is 
just east of John Muir School, on Drake 
Terrace In Prospect Heights. 


"Within the next three years I feel that 


the majority of vacant property In Pros- 
pect Heights will be developed for single 
and multiple dwellings," Grodsky told 
board members. 


Board Prcs. Melvin Lace and the 


board will discuss the committee at a 
board meeting tomorrow night. He said 
he felt such a committee was needed be- 


cause current enrollment projections for 
Dlst. 23 aro Inadequate. 


IN HIS recommendation, Grodsky said 


he was "very concerned" about the pro- 
posed Wheeling development. Developers 
of the complex have received pre- 
liminary plat approval from the Wheel- 
ing Plan Commission. They are sched- 
uled to appear before the commission 
again Feb. 22 to get final plat approval. 
The developer also has to be approved 
by the Wheeling Village Board. 


Grodsky said the complex will place "a 


strain on enrollment at Mulr School." He 
pointed out that Dlst. 23 is currently bus- 
Ing students from the Northgate and Ivy 
Hill developments In Arlington Heights to 
Mulr School until a new school can be 
built In that area. Mulr now has 280 stu- 
dents In a building designed for 310 stu- 
dents. 


The apartments, known as Tara Vil- 


lage, would consist of 600 two-bedroom, 
480 three-bedroom and 120 four-bedroom 


on 75 acres. According to developers, the 
Larwln Multi-Housing Corp, two reten- 
tion basins are also being planned "at 
the south end and one towards the north- 
cast end of the property." 


The developer told plan commissioners 


that he and Dlst. 23 had "come close to 
an agreement." Grodsky stressed, how- 
ever, that "absolutely no deals have been 
made." The school board has instructed 
Its attorney, Henry Vallely, to send regis- 
tered letters to the developer and plan 


commission indicating there have been 
no negotiations. 


Grodsky told board members that Dlst 


23 could never consider placing either of 
the retention basins required for the 
complex on Muir land. He said the dis- 
trict would need the land to build addi- 
tional classroom space to take care of 
the Increased enrollment. He and board 
members also re-emphasized they would 
never allow basins on school property be- 
cause of the safety hazard to students.

Jr., who had been a POW since July 18,

profoundly grateful to our Commander in 


Chief, and our nation for this day." He 
paused, then said emotionally, "God bless 
America."

"A farm bureau won't last three years 


hi Cook County." 


That was tho common sentiment in 


1920 when the Cook County Farm Bureau 
was organized. 


Today, S3 years later, the Cook County 


Farm Bureau not only exists, but Is the 
largest In the state, boasting a member- 
ship of 8,200. 


And the last time there was any talk of 


dissolving tho Cook County Farm Bureau 
was In 1025 when some wanted the coun- 
ty to be carved up and given to adjoining 
counties for farm bureau services. Lead- 
ers of the farm bureau held on. Now the 
Cook County Farm Bureau Is so sure of 
its continued role In serving Cook County 
that it Is planning to construct a new fa- 
cility hi Rolling Meadows. 


"Wo have just outgrown our present 


facility," said Gordon Fox, executive 
secretary of the Cook County Farm Bu- 
reau. When the farm bureau moved to Its 
present Arlington Heights location at 201 
N. Dunton Avc. In 1934 there were five or 
six employes. There are 20 farm bureau 
employes there now. 


GROUND WILL be broken this spring 


for a new two-story building on the west 
side of Hicks Road, just north of Euclid 
Avenue In Rolling Meadows. Fox Is hope- 
ful the building will be ready for occu- 
pancy In the fall. The University of Illi- 
nois Cooperative Extension Service will 
share tho building with tho Cook County 
Farm Bureau and there will be addition- 
al office space for rent. 


Membership In the Cook County Farm 


Bureau has Increased steadily despite 
the demise of farmers as land becomes 
too expensive to farm and Is bought up 
by developers who erect large apartment 
complexes and subdivisions on what was 
once prime farm land. 


Most people don't realize it but there 


are still 75,000 acres of land In cultiva- 
tion In Cook County, but mainly in the 
southern portion of the county, said Fox. 


And approximately 50 per cent of the 


Cook County Farm Bureau's member- 
ship Is made up of farmers. These are

DESPITE the demise of farmers as 
subdivisions encroach on what was 
onco farm land, the Cook County 
Farm Bureau has continued to grow. 


the voting members of the bureau who 
have retained the control and guidance 
of the farm bureau. Many of the voting 
members don't actually farm in Cook 


County but own farms downstatc and live 
in the county. 


THE OTHER members of the county 


farm bureau arc called associate mem- 
bers and they have no vote. These mem- 
bers usually join the farm bureau to take 
advantage of the commercial services it 
offers to members Including Insurance 
programs. 


Tho farm bureau system was original- 


ly organized to help farmers become 
more efficient producers and promote a 
more profitable system of agriculture. 


Over the years, the scope of the farm 


bureau has broadened. In addition to 
educational services, the farm bureau 
maintains a lobby both in Springfield and 
Washington, D.C. and offers commercial 
services to Its members. 


Three full time lobbyists represent the 


farmers In Springfield serving as watch 
dogs to head off legislation detrimental 
to agriculture and push for more favor- 
able legislation. The national association 
also maintains a full time lobby corps in 
Washington, D.C. to present a strong 
united voice for farmers. 


COMMERCIAL services were added to 


the farm bureau's operation In the 1920s 
and 1930s. Insurance was one of the first 
business services the farmers called for. 
In 1929 Country Life Insurance Co. was 
organized to meet the needs of farmers

Is free) he is to mark Items with either 
bis driver's license number, Social Se- 
curity number, auto license number or 
street address — using the same number 
for all items.

A second commercial service available 


to farmers is the Lake-Cook Farm Sup- 
ply Co. This Is a farmer's cooperative 
that makes seed, petroleum, garden sup- 
plies and other agricultural needs avail- 
able to farm bureau members at reduced 
prices. There arc four stores in Cook 
County that farm members can purchase 
from. Farm bureau members become 
common stockholders of the cooperative 
and at the end of each fiscal year they 
receive a patronage refund based on the 
amount of supplies they purchased from 
the cooperative during the year. 


The farm bureau also maintains a 


sports program. This includes bowling 
and Softball tournaments.

that when items arc marked they can 
more easily be identified, thus making it 
harder for a thief to claim them as his 
own without being caught.

A welcome-home kiss is an old faithful 


method wives have been using for years 
to determine whether or not their hus- 
bands stopped off at the "watering hole" 
on the way home. 


In Arlington Heights all wives have to 


do Is look at hubby's shoes. A good shine 
is a good indication that he didn't come 
straight home. 


Right at barsldc along with hubby and 


all his friends who get off the 5:30 p m. 
train Is Al Horn, 13, of 1 S. Mitchell, Ar- 
lington Heights. Affectionately known as 
'the shocshinc boy." 


"If I'm in an ambitious mood I can get 


everyone In the place to get a shoo 
shine," said Al, who charges 25 cents, 
plus tip, for a top-notch shine. 


BESIDES the bars, Al frequents the 


Arlington Heights Police Department 
and Joe's Barber Shop, 209 S. Arlington 
Heights Rd. He says bars have the big- 
gest potential for making money but the 
police arc good steady customers. 


"When the business at bars Is good, 


it's really good,'" said Al, who has been 
handed up to $3 as a tip at local bars. 
"Of course there are other days when no 
one's at the bars." 


Al, an eighth grader at South Junior 


High School, used to sell newspapers. 
But the early morning hours were too 
hard to keep. Besides, shoeshinlng is 
open to more enterprising. 


About three years ago he learned the 


trade from Jesse Spoto, a barber at Joe's 
Barber Shop. Now he's the veteran shoe- 
shine "man" In the village. Al says there 
are a few other shoeshlncrs around, one 
of whom he trained. 


"We work out a way to stay out of 


each other's territory," said Al. "I try 
not to talk to the customers behind the 
competitions back —one of my custom- 
ers once told me it's not good business to 
cut down the competition." 


But anyone will tell you that Al is the 


old pro Yes, the men say, Al gives a 
darn good shine. 


OVER THE YEARS Al has developed 


a few tricks to giving a good shine that 
he calls his "secret touches." 


"First I clean the shoe, then put the 


polish on. I have brown and black polish, 
they're the most common. But I have 
other colors and neutral in case I run 
Into any problems. Then I brush the shoe 
and buff it. Then I add a few secret 
touches. At the end I get the edge of the 
soles, too," Al said. 
. 
And all in three minutes — If he's in a 


hurry. But if he's after'a Up, a shine 
could take 15 minutes. 


Al also has a flashlight for use In the 


dark bars. He says he has learned how to 
shine the light on shoes in such a way as 
to make them look super shiny. 


"The best way to get guys to buy a 


shocshine Is to have them watch me give 
one to the guy next to them," he said. 
His hands flying with special finesse and 
an occasional dab of polish can fascinate 
anyone from a policeman to a slightly 
Inebriated businessman. 


AL IS AN OLD hand at turning "no- 


I-don't-need-a-shlne" men into "yes, I'd 
Ukc-a-ashlne" ones. 


"If they say no, just flat no, there's not 


much I can say," said Al. "But if they 
say no because, and give some reason, I 
can usually talk them into It. For ex- 
ample, if It's raining out and a guy says 
'No, I don't want a shine because the 
weather Is bad,' I simply tell them that 
polish will protect their shoes." 


Who could resist a cute townead with 


a list of reasons as long as his arm for 
having a 25-ccnt shoe shine? 


ACCORDING TO Al, only drunks who 


ore in bad moods can resist him. 


"Drunks aren't bad. When you get 


them in good moods they're the best tip- 
pers. But if you get a drunk In a bad 
mood, forget it," said Al, son of Mrs. 
Albert Horn. 
' AFTER THREE YEARS of business 
experience, Al has become quite a mon- 
ey manager. On a very good week he 
only makes $15 but he can afford to buy 
most of his clothes, records and have 
some spending money for "incidentals" 
left over. 


Most recently he has been paying for 
his own orthodontist bills. For Christmas 
he bought his mother an opal ring. 


When he's not working, Al may be lis- 


tening to America, his favorite rock 
group, or playing a musical instrument 
He plays guitar, trumpet and the record- 
er, which Is an old-fashioned flute. Al has 
also recently created a darkroom In the 
corner of his basement and enjoys taking 
pictures of people.

• The Pioneer Park Project includes a 


retention basin In the park and a trunk 
sewer along Grove Street between Ridge 
and Princeton Avenues. 


• The Welter Creek Watershed Project 


Includes the construction of a retention 
basin at the site of the old sewage treat- 
ment plant. The basin would collect both 


storm water and sanitary sewage from . 
the combined sewer system and would 
eventually tie Into the deep tunnel sys- 
tem proposed by the Metropolitan Sani- 
tary District 


THE WELLER Creek Watershed Proj- 


ect also proposes the construction of a 
trunk sewer from the old sewage treat- 
ment plant to Arlington High School. 


The Salt Creek Watershed Project In- 


cludes the construction of a basin at UN 
Nike base, the expansion of the existing 
basin at Haven and Kennlcott and the 
construction of a basin between New and 
Old Wilke roads as part of a multifamlly' 
condominium development. 


Estimated total cost for the four proj- 


ects is J8 5 million. 


About 50 residents attended a public 


hearing last Tuesday which focused on 
four other flood control projects. 


The Citizens AcUon Committee Against 


Flooding has adopted April 3 as a target 
date for a $10 million bond referendum.

the freedom flights. The GIs will be ex- 
amined and debriefed before their return 
to the United States, which could come 
as soon as Thursday.

The first man off the first plane from 


Hanoi. Navy Capt Jeremiah A. Denton 
Jr, who had been • POW since July 18, 
196S, saluted and tearfully stepped to a 
microphone: "We are honored to have 
the opportunity to serve our country un- 
der difficult circumstances. We are 
profoundly grateful to our Commander In 


Chief, and our nation for this day." He 
paused, then said emotionally, "God bless 
America."

Navy Lt. Comdr. Milton S. Baker, a 


crew member of the CHI Starllfter, said 
the American POWs on the second evac- 
uation flight all wore solemn expressions 
until takeoff. Once Inside the plane they 
really became elated. The reaction on 
takeoff was shouts, cheers, and thumbs- 
up.

cultural center, which may force Marilyn 
Marier, a member of both the cultural 
commission and the Harper Board, to re- 
sign from one or the other. 


"Neither-the community nor the col- 


lege should undertake a program for 
building performance facilities without 
open and frank discussion of a solution 
favoring the mutual and best Interests of 
both," said Izenour. 


Mrs. Marier said plans for a cultural 


center are only In Uie talk stages and 
hopes that a mutual solution can be 
reached. 


The basic plan for a cultural center, to 


be located adjacent to the Arlington 
Heights Memorial Library, Includes a 
530-seat theater and a 1,845-seat audito- 
rium In a two-phase building program. 


The first phase would Include the the- 


ater, stage, orchestra pit, scene shop, 
dressing rooms and a rehearsal room 
and would cost about $1.5 million. Phase 
two would Include a large multi-purpose 
room and offices at a cost of about $1 
million. 


Izenour has suggested that an architect 


now be hired to turn his scheme Into a 
building. Ho estimates the design would 
cost $25,000. 


"It Is essential that a building be de- 


signed before money to build It con bo 
raised from any source or combination of 
sources," said Izenour. The Cultural 
Commission has discussed soliciting do- 
nations from corporations as well as the 
general public for the project. 


IZENOUR ALSO stressed In his report 


that the Intention In building a multi-use 
building "is to satisfy a community need, 
not to create one." To that end he said 
that the Interior design of the building be 
developed to Its fullest and "monumen- 
tal" architecture for the exterior of tho 
building be avoided. 


Izenour said he has never designed a 


cultural center for a suburban commu- 
nity before. His designs have been used 
in metropolitan areas and at institutions 
of higher learning. 


"This could become a pilot project 


leading to a nationwide solution to the 
Suburban Arts Center," said honour. 
"Nothing even remotely resembling one 


. exists anywhere In tho United States nt 


this time and the hazardous conditions of 
the center cities may well Impel resi- 
dents of the suburbs to remain in their 
own or nearby communities where en- 
tertainment will become an established 
event." 


Izenour said the center would take up 


most of the land provided for It—there 
would be no room for parking on the 
square block site. Within two or three 
blocks of the site (about 1,200 feet) Ize- 
nour says there are over 1,200 on and off- 
street parking spaces for the use of the 
center.
